SENATE. 
W ashington, February lo th .—Yoorhees 
presented a petition from 1,100 settlers of 
Washington Territory, praying for protection 
in the titles to their land iu the c lutroversy 
between them and the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. 
. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
bill to provide f ir the issue of circulating 
notes to national banks, and Plumb addressed 
the Senate at some length. 
Plumb, at the close of his remarks, offered 
an ameudmenf, providing that when tha cir­ 
culation of any national hank shall he sur­ 
rendered, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
Issue an equivalent amount in treasury notes, 
of the denominations now provided by law 
for 
national 
bank 
notes, 
such 
treasury 
notes 
to 
be 
deposited 
in 
the treasury, 
and 
p ail 
out 
as 
other 
moneys 
kept 
for 
the discharge of 
the 
obligations _ of 
the Government, including the duties on im­ 
p irts. 
They shall he legal tender between 
national banks, and for all debts due any na­ 
tional bank : shall be redeemab'e in coin, as 
legal tender notes are now, and when leceived 
into the Treasury ehail be reis ued, and when 
m utiiited or worn shall ba replaced, as ,B0,W 
provided by law for legal tender ; the coin in 
the Treasury on the paesage of the Act, for 
the redemp ion of legal tender notes, to be 
also applicable for the redemption of these 
Treasury notes, and such coin reserve may, 
from time to time, be increased in the discre­ 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury ; but 
the total amount of such coin Bhall never be 
less than 25 per cent., nor more than 30 per 
cent., of the total amount of legal tender and 
Treasury notes outstanding. 
JoneB of 
Florida characterized Plumb's 
proposition as a movement to revolutionizs 
our whoie system of finance. 
A vote was then taken on the amendment 
heretofore submitted by Sherman, providing 
that if any bonds deposited before the inter­ 
est was higher than 3 per cent., additional 
notes shall be issue 1 equal to one-half the in­ 
terest in excess of 3 per cent., accruiog before 
maturity. 
Rejected—7 ayes, 42 noes. 
After an executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed until Monday. 
HOUSE. 
In the Manning-C'halmers contested elec­ 
tion case the previous question was ordered 
at 3:30. 
Then ex-Governor Curtin took the 
floor for the purpose of withdrawing his reso- 
luti :n—previously offered—for a recommit­ 
tal. [The account ot the eubeequent dramatic 
scene is given in another place.—Eds. Rec- 
ord-U n ion.] 
The question recurred on substituting the 
minority resolutions for those of the majority, 
and a division of the resolutions beiog de­ 
manded, a vute was taken on the first, de­ 
claring that Manning holds perfect creden­ 
tials. 
This was rejected—ayes 106, noes 140. 
The announcement of the vote was received 
with applause on the Republican side. 
The second resolution, declaring Manning 
en'itied to a seat, was lost—ayes 02, noes 157. 
The majority resolution was then adopted— 
136 to 56—todischargsthe Committee of Elec­ 
tions from tha prima facie case, and leaves 
the seal vacant until the case is decided on 
its merits. 
Adjourned nntil Monday. 
T in O a n v llle R io t In v c s tlg H tlo n . 
W ashington, February loth .—The inves­ 
tigation of the Danville election riots was re­ 
sumed this morning. 
Edward M. Hatcher, 
while denying that he aesaulted Jack Budd 
on the day ot the riot, say- that he saw marks 
of bullets on the buildings in rear of the white 
people, which must 
have 
been fired by 
negroes, 
J. C. Regan (white) testified that he saw a 
crowd i f nngry Degrees, and went to the hard­ 
ware store and asked for a box ot cartridges. 
He told the clerk there was going to be a 
Knock-down fight. 
The clerk refused to give 
them. 
The witness hunted for them, but 
could not find any. 
He returned to the scene 
of the riot and was arm °d with a pistol. 
R . W . Glass (colored) said that heard a 
pistol fired, rushed to the scene and found 
twenty-five colored men and twenty-five white 
mer. 
The white men and policemen were 
telling the negroes to leave. 
The negroes re­ 
plied : “ W e are not doing anything ; why 
should we leave 
Ho h-ani Hatcher fay: 
“ This is » white m ao’s town, and I am d------ 
if we don’t rule. 
Y ou are all going to get 
killed if you don’t leave.” 
Then the white 
men drew 
pistols. 
The witness named 
Hatcher, Lee, Carrington and Oliver, whom, 
he said, had pistols. 
Lee give the orders to 
fire, and they did fire. 
Th-.n the c-lored men 
began to leave. 
Tne whites came ont of the 
Opera House. 
O restion—“ How m any?” 
“ It locked like three or 
four hundred. 
They (the whites) went into a hardware store 
and got pistols.” 
W itness said he saw pistols on 25 or 30 of 
them, and a bag of cartridges in a real estate 
office where he took refuge, and where the 
white people came in and supplied them­ 
selves. 
When all the negroes had left, the 
witness heard the whites going about tne 
streets, shouting : 
“ Hnrrah for we Dem o­ 
crats !” 
[Laughter.] 
Heard some whites 
say, 11 Kill every damned nigger we can see.” 
Heard Henry Rarkesdale make a speech, in 
which he said, “ We intend to carry this elec­ 
tion by fair means or foul,” and heard him 
say it was to he carried by “ de point oh de 
gun ” 
At the time of the riot saw a white 
man ridiDg up with guns ; saw white men 
running home after gu n s; saw no colored 
men. 
George A. Lee (c dored) saw several pistols 
in the hands of colored people ; believe the 
first volley was fired into a crowd of negroes, 
bat after the latter began to run a great 
many shots were fired in the air ; saw some 
eight or ten pistols among I ha negroes printed 
at Taylor and himself, the negroes demand­ 
ing that they come out and sV.w their faces. 
“ If the whites had not used their pistols, we 
would have all been shot into smithereens, 
and not only tha’, but our wives and sisters 
would have been murdered in onr houses, 
sir ; murdered in our hou-es. 
I knew this by 
threats made two or three days before by 
their leader.” 
Senator Sherman — Did you hear that 
threat ? 
W itness—I did sot hear it. 
W itness could not imagine how au excited 
crowd of people could have shown as much 
mercy as they (the whites) did. 
The general 
remark was that it was the leaders who 
ought to have been killed and not these poor 
negroes. 
The direct cau-e of the excitement 
was Simms’ sp-ecb. 
The original cause was 
the cold-blooded murder of one cf onr “ best 
citizens” by our “ Rsadjus’er brindle-tailed 
Mayor. ’ 
W itness spent the better part of 
the dav in tha real estate office, where wit­ 
ness Glass had seen arms and cartridges. 
It 
was positively not true that men went in 
there and armed themselves ; was positive 
that no arms were there. 
W itness feared for 
the safety of the wives of the whites, because 
of threats. 
He heard that on election day, 
while the white men were fighting the negroes 
at the polls, the negroes would be murdering 
the women in their homes. 
Mathew 1’. Jordan (white) was called, and, 
in reply to Senator Sherman, described the 
riots. 
W itness was armed, bat declined to 
say whether he fired, 
fie declined f r satis­ 
factory reasons. 
W itness bought his pistol 
three or four days before the r io t; purchased 
it for the protection of himself and family. 
The negroes were turbulent and insolent. 
John Stone (colored) said the colored peo­ 
ple generally did not vote on election day. 
He a. ked a great many to vote, but they re­ 
fused, saying they were not going to be 
slaughtered. 
In reply to Senator Vance, 
witness said he was not interfered with on 
election day. 
One man said something wo 
him, which he did not consider pleasant. 
Senator Sherman asked him what it was. 
W itness said a plank railing separated the 
white from the colored voters as they went to 
tbé ballot-box. A white man’s dog ran under 
the railing, and the white man remarked to 
his dog, “ Come back on this side. 
You are 
not a nigger. 
Don't stay over there with 
niggers.” 
Adjourned to Monday. 
C o m lr a llj S e n s a tio n a l « re n e I n th e H o u se . 
W a sh in g to n , 
February 15th. — S h o rtly 
before the cloeo of the_debate this aftern o o n 
iu the Chalmers-Manning contested election 
caers, which have occupied the tim e of the 
House for taiee days, ex-Governor Curtir, 
of Pennsylvania, unexpectedly became the 
“ heavy man” in a dramatic scene. 
It had 
jast been arranged to close the debate in one 
Hour, and abiut 4 o’clock Governor Curtin 
obtained Sve minutes from Lamar of Georgia, 
who controlled the boar. 
The venerable 
Pennsylvanian, taking his place ia tho centre 
of tne aisle on tho Democratic side, begin in j 


a ion i tone to reiterate the arguments made 
by him in the case yesterday. 
He was evi­ 
dently much 
excited, 
and the members 
closed around him. 
H e claimed that Man­ 
ning had no right to decline to take his seat. 
Tne people he represented could not have 
their rights invalidated by any conscientious 
scruples which Manning m ight entertain of 
the method of hi» election, and no committee 
of the House could constitutionally report 
against 
his 
prima 
facie right 
to _ a 
seat on the 
certificate he had. 
Having 
reached 
this 
point, 
Curtin 
suddenly 
turned and said, “ Where’s General M an­ 
ning ?” 
That individual, who is a dapper 
little fellow, with a bunch of whiskers on his 
chiu, popped up from behind one of ^the 
green screens, and tr. tied down the aisle. 
Curtin took him by the hand, and leading 
him before the Speaker’s desk, shoivted, 
“ Now, M r. Speaker, in the nam e 
of the 
people of a great and loyal S tate, I dem and 
th a t G eneral M anning be sw orn in .” Speaker 
Carlisle and the House were taken com pletely 
by surprise. 
T he R epublicans sprang up as 
one m an, and m em bers of 
both parties 
tum bled over each other iu getting to th s 
cloak room. 
G eneral 
M anning folded his 
arm s and looked com ically defiant. 
Speaker 
Carlisle, having recovered his equanim ity, 
declined to adm inister the oath, saying the 
H lisa was now considering M anning's light 
to a seat, and he could not interfere. 
Loud 
guffaws from the R ipublican side greeted 
this ruling, and loud cries of “ Ring down 
the curtain,” and “ T urn on the brim stone.” 
M r. C urlia and M anning retired, both being 
considerably confused. 
The Pennsylvanian, 
however, directed universal attention to the 
constitutional point be was m aking, and the 
effect of the dram atic scene cid not wear off 
for Borne tim e afterw ard. 
T h e N ew C h in e se III!’ . 
W a sh in g to n, February 15 h.—The Pacific 
coast members of the House appeared before 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
this mornirg to present arguments in behalf 
of the new Chinese bill. 
H enley, fu lly and 
B u id were each heard. 
H enley made the 
principal argument, in which he referred 
fully to the cau«es which had ioducsd the 
delegation to frame the bill proposed and 
press it upon Congress. 
Bndd and Tully 
also made short speeches. 
Nothing was said 
in opposition, and the committee agreed to 
continue the hearing till Thursday next. 
O p p o sitio n lo th e A d m in is tr a tio n 
P h il a d e l p h ia , February 15tb.—The Times' 
W ashington special says: 
Tne administra­ 
tion is ho longer the commanding m sjoriiy in 
the Senate. 
Senators Sherman and Logan 
object very freely, especially 
concerning 
Southern appointments Coming up for con­ 
firmation. 
It has never been so before, and 
persons familiar with the inside hist ¡y of 
failing appointments, know how hard Arthur 
has been struck. The administration strength 
in the Senate does not exceed twelve.

The Pre-ident has accepted the resignation 
of John C. Now, A-sistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, to take effect from to-day. 
Secretary Lincoln was before tne House 
Committee on Appropriations this morning, 
while that committee was preparing the joint 
resolution, which subsequently passed both 
houses, making an additional appropriation 
of §200,000 for the relief of the sufferers from 
the fi lotis.

told her eight dollars, and she tools the room, 
saying she thought, she could get along with­ 
out a tire. 
On Wednesday evening Maggie 
noticed that her gas wss not lighted, and 
went and offered to light it for figr.

The firemen, in conjunction with the 
police, with great efforts rescued the living 
and the dead. 
The buildings were occupied 
as a boarding house, and had tw tnty to thirty 
occupants. 
The living were soon brought 
out.

Burk, Mr. and Mrs. Coulter, Maude Ellis, 
Lydia Ellis, W illie K yle, ami another, name 
not kuown, are supposed to be crushed to 
death or drowned. 
Mrs. Weble, an occupant 
of a room in the part that fell, was awakened 
by the cracking walls, and tried to awaken 
the others, but failed. 
She escaped without 
injury. 
A il ths rescued women were con­ 
veyed in a patrol wagon to the fire engine 
house in the vicinity, where they were made 
comfortable. 
Mrs. K yle, whose son was lost 
in the ruins, is inconsolable. 
She imagines 
her boy alive and struggling for his freedom. 
Then she gave him up for lest, and her agony 
was heartrending.

Mrs. Weble, who occupied a room in the 
part that fell, says she could not sleep for 
crackling of the walls. 
She thought fiist it 
was the paper affected by the water, but 
afterwards supposed it something worse. 
“ I 
got up at last,” she said, “ and awakened 
Mary Colter, and told her we must get cut, 
that somethin:; was going to happen. I went 
to the door of the next room, whore Mand 
Ellis was eleepiug, and tried to awaken her ; 
then I called Mary Colter again to hurry. 
She was sitting up in bed. 
I was near the 
door.

of a neighboring building, and no sim ilar 
trouble is again anticipated unless the poles 
wash away.

Should a wind rise, great dam age of 
this character will follow.

A ll bus­ 
iness is entirely suspended, and m ust rem ain 
so for several day?. 
T he same is true of Oa- 
seyville. W eston, Cave in R eck and two or 
three other points below here. Shawneetown 
is entiiely subm erged to an average depth of 
eight feet, w ith the river steadily rising. The 
town has a population of 2,000, not over a 
quarter of whom, it is estim ated, rem ain. 
Three and a half miles distant, a t Bowles- 
ville, the coal mines have been shut down for 
Boras tim e, and the houses form erly occupied 
by the m iners are now used by flood fugi­ 
tives. 
In the same neighborhood m any are 
living in ten 's furnished by the G overnor of 
Illinois. 
A m oog these latter there is m uch 
suffering on ace Hint of the cold w eather. 
Several cases of extrem e distress are reported, 
but as yet no deaths. 


LATER EROSI SHAWNEETOWN. 
S hawneetown (IU ), February 15th.—The 
river ia ruing rapidly. 
The town is now 
under water to a depth of from 10 to 30 feet. 
In many p'a. es the water has reached the 
t p of tho winnows in the Bcconl stories. 
In 
s une cases only the chimneys and roofs mark 
the 1' cation of the buildings. 
The hills am- 
rounding the towu are dotted with tenis, 
occupied by families driven from thei. homes 
by the flood, and in some cases there is un­ 
doubted suffering. 
In a visit made by the 
Aa o'iatfd Press reporter, several thinly-clad 
an 1 barefooted children were seen shivering 
abm t the tents. 
Many more families went 
to the hills to-day. and more will likely fol­ 
low to-morrow. 
Several honsss have been 
carried from their foundation-, but the em­ 
bankments about the city have kept them 
from floating away as yet. 
N o loss of lives 
is rep rted, though there have been several 
narrow escapes. There has been great trouble 
in maintaining telegraphic communication 
with the outside world, aud frequent repairs 
during the day have been necesB.ny. 
Many 
poles have been washed away, and the water 
is so high on others that the w in s have to bo 
removed to trees and house 
tops. 
This 
trouble is likely to increase as ilis river rises. 


STRANGE AND SAD SIGHT. 
J effersonville (Ind.), February 15th — 
JeffersocvUie presents a strange and sad 
sight by moonlight, with the mad waters of 
the Onio rushing 
with 
wonderful 
force 
through the streets, almost equal in velocity 
to the current in the middle of the river, and 
the waves lashing the houses and a great 
many of them toppling ovor. 
The ect ne is 
beyond description. 
Very often cries of peo­ 
ple calling for boats would be heard. 
There 
is a feeling of despair among all citizens. 
About ninety-nine one-hundredths of the city 
is under water. 


WATER, WATER EVERYWHERE. 


CINCINNATI, 
February loth.—The Com- 
nurcial Gazette's steamer Kate Waters re­ 
turned to-night from a trip np the river as 
far as M aysville. 
This is the only boat up 
the river sim e the fliod, and her progrtsa 
was exceedingly slow.

The process rest3 ohitfly on 
the decom position of water, which, under 
the action of an electric current, gives free 
atoms of oxygen at the positive pole, and 
free atoms of hydrogen at the negative 
pole. 
The oxygen acts on substances such 
as aniline, toludine, etc., w hich, by oxida­ 
tion or dehydrogenation, aro changed into 
coloring m atters.

SOMETHING OF MONEIGNOR CAPEL AS 
REGARDED AT HOME. 


Roman 
Cathclicism 
In 
England — Its 
Growth in Forty Y ears—Statem ent 
of Present S trength—Etc. 


L o n d o n , January 26, 1884. 
MonBÍgnor Capel still lingers in your 
m idst, and his presence and labors will no 
doubt have awakened curiosity as to the 
position occupied by his church in the 
country whence he hails—this Protestant 
nation of England. 
Capel’s personal ca­ 
reer here has been one of extraordinary 
brilliancy, but the bright star has had its 
periods of obscuration, and has passed 
through m any storm s. 
The circumstances 
of his birth were not favorable in such a 
country as thiB to the highest success. H is 
father, 1 understand, was a coast-guards- 
man. 
His m other is still living, and pre­ 
sides over a fashionable boarding-house at 
Hastings, one of the popular seaside re­ 
sorts. 
Sterling people, but w ith no blue 
blood in their veins. 
T hat they managed 
to afford their son a thorough education, 
and th a t he, from such humble beginnings, 
has pushed his way into the highest circles 
of English society, are two facts which are 
highly 
CREDITABLE TO ALL CONCERNED. 
H e started in public life as a schoolmaster 
at H am mersm ith, but hia great aptitude in 
teaching, together w ith his tine character 
and gentlemanly bearing, marked him out 
very shortly as being destined for higher 
things. 
Ordained to the priesthood, he 
developed at once into a popular orator. 
For some years h's winters were spent in 
I’au, in the south of France, and his preach­ 
ing there was all the rage, particularly 
among the upper classes. 
I t was here th at 
Capel found his way into the confidence 
and affections of those prom inent members 
of the British aristocracy, such as the M ar­ 
quis of Bute and others, with whom, ever 
since, his name has been so intim ately as­ 
sociated in the public mind. 
H:a polite 
m anners, fine culture and broad liberality 
(a rare thing then in Catholic divines) were 
the passports to this high social circle, and 
while these personal qualities inspired re­ 
spect. his eloquence enabled him to both 


CHARM HIS NEW FRIENDS 
And win them over. 
W hen Bute entered 
the Catholic Church, Capel’s fortune was 
made, alike in a social and in a churohly 
sense, for, w hether rightly or wrongly, 
everybody gave him the credit of this con­ 
version, and it was not likely either th at 
Home would fail to rew ard such sigual 
service, or th at the man who was supposed 
to have done such a wonderful thing could 
be other th in a great character in the esti­ 
m ation of the people of England. 
Capel 
became private chaplain to the M arquis of 
But?, and was handsomely recompensed. 
B ut the shining talents of this great 
Roman diplomat were not to be buried in a 
private chaplaincy. 
Capel’s own ambition 
forbade this, and, moreover, the way to a 
w ider 
field of 
usefulness and renown 
seemed to be painted out by circumstances. 
The Catholic Bishops had issued a protest 
against the attendance of Catholic young 
men at Oxford and Cambridge, and there 
appeared to be an opening for a great 
Catholic university. 
Lord Braye and other 
Catholic noblemen objected, but the Bish­ 
ops were incorrigible, aad Capel seemed 
just 
THE MAN TO LEAD THIS MOVEMENT. 
The 
institution 
was 
started, 
and, as 
everyone knows, it came to a speedy and 
ignominious end. 
Capel lost everything, 
and became a bankrupt—everything, th at 
Is, in the way of meane. 
But he still re­ 
tained the confidence of Home and was 
still the pet of the Catholic and of many of 
the Protestant aristocracy'. 
Bute is his 
fast friend to-day, and would not hesitate 
to again, if necessary, help him out of his 
difficulty. 
Mons. Capel knows well from 
experience th at 
troubles do not come 
singly, foi at about the time of his financial 
em barrassm ent Cardinal Manning showed 
a dislike for him. 
The bona fide facts in 
the case will probably never get beyond a 
privileged few, b ut there were secret meet­ 
ings of the Bishops at the Cardinal's house, 
and Capel was supposed to be the subject 
ot conversation. 
The career of such a 
man was certain to set envious tongues to 
wagging. 
Drawing to his m inistrations 
immense crowds of the best people in Lon­ 
don -followed and almost idolized by a lot 
of women beloDgiug to the first rank in the 
social woild, it was inevitable th at some­ 
body would become 


.1KALODB OF HIS INFLUENCE, 
This, I am assured, was the secret of the 
trouble between Capel and the Cardinal, 
for Manning, with all his real greatness of 
character, has the small failing of not 
liking to be overshadowed. 
For several 
years Capel did not preach in London. 
But the Pope, I am told, has always sus­ 
tained the great preacher, and Capel had 
a habit, whenever anything unpleasant 
arose, of proceeding to Rome and taking 
his Holiness into hia confidence. 
The last 
time he went he said so much as to make 
it necessary for Cardinal Manning to fol­ 
low. 
There are thus a few Catholics in 
England who are not sorry to learn that 
Capel’s visit to China has been a compar­ 
ative failure. 
I am sure this fact causes 
no regret at the palace of the Cardinal. 
M any more, however, would be glad if his 
lecturing tju r should even yet prove a 
success, particularly in a financial sense, 
for the money realized would be a relief to 
the great propagandist. 
There are rumors 
that, upon his return, your brilliant and 
distinguished guest will settle down to the 
quiet exercise of his priestly functions 
somewhere in Italy, a country he greatly 
loves. 


ROMAN CATHOLICISM IN' ENGLAND 
H ad a hard struggle for several centuries, 
but inch by inch it gained ground, even 
while it ifas enduring the severest perse­ 
cutions, and since the fetters have been 
broken and a fair chance has been given it, 
the progress made has iisen simply marvel­ 
ous. 
T hat this country should look upon 
it w ith distrust for a long time after the 
Reformation was perfectly natural ; and 
just as natural was it th at eventually dis­ 
tru st should give place to the broadest tol­ 
eration. 
The traditions of the country are 
Catholic ; a long and glorious part of its 
history was made under Catholic domina­ 
tion ; the priesthood of its Established 
Church traces its succession through Catho­ 
lic lines, and the grandest of its church edi­ 
fices are monuments alike of Catholic art 
and of < atholio liberality. 
Tec influence 
of these things was sure to assert itself af­ 
ter a season. 
Meanwhile, with indefatiga­ 
ble zeal, with consummate diplomacy and 
w ith that active benevolence which always 
distinguishes its operations, the Church it­ 
self has gone steadily forward, doing its 
work, pressing its claims to recognition, 
m inistering to the wants of its own people 
and making converts from the outside. 
Such a policy could not fail to succeed, and 
it has succeeded, I should say, beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine. 
In its 
latest trium phs it has been helped not x 
little by the Kitualistic party. 
W ith so 
m any l’rotestant Churches 


FLAUNTING A 
EREMOXUL 
So nearly akin to th at of Rome, and so 
many R rotrstant clergymen declaring the 
Reformation to have been a blunder, how 
could the people do otherwise than begin 
to look w ith favor on the old faith and 
forma ? 
A fact w orthy of cote is that the 
chief clerical strength of 
the 
Reman 
hierarchy has been won over from the N a­ 
tional Church. 
Cardinal Hanning, the 
great adm inistrator, and Cardinal New­ 
man, the notable w riter, are both prose­ 
lytes. 
The same may be said of a number 
of its bishops, and of many of the most 
able among its priests. Of course the bulk 
of its lay strength lies in the largo Irish 
population of the country. 
Those, how­ 
ever, who imagine th at its influence is by 
any means restricted to this class are woe­ 
fully ignorant of the true situation. 
From 
the best sources I learn th at there is 
a steady influx into the Catholic fold from 
not only the lower, but the middle and 
upper ranks of society th at is purely Eng­ 
lish. 
The favorable attitude of the British 
G overnm ent is too well known to need 
comment. 
There is, perhaps, no country 
on the globe where the l’ope of R im e 
would, in case of need, find a safer asylum, 
or be treated w ith more courtesy, than in 
the land over which Queen Victoria reigns. 
It was f bought not long ago th at the Court 


of G reat B rit.an would consent to re­ 
ceive an 


EMBASSADOR FROM THE VATICAN, 
And such a consummation is still among 
the probabilities. 
In such an event Eng­ 
lish eyes would turn instinctively toward 
Capel as a proper man for the place ; but 
the Pops would scarcely appoint one so 
young, or one with such pronounced Eng­ 
lish predilections. 
The choice would be 
sure to fall upon some veteran, steeped in 
the secrets of Rome, and having personal 
power at the seat of authority. 
But, bs 
this as it might, the significant fact is th at 
such an interchange of courtesies between 
Rome and Eagland is possible, and th at 
people who, a generation ago, would have 
shuddered at the thought, now regard the 
project w ith favor, and are prepared to see 
it carried out. 
In producing this change 
of feeling Leo himself has contributed in 
no small degree by his pronounced opposi­ 
tion to the extreme Irish party. 
Through 
his course in this m atter his Holiness has 
alienated large 
numbers 
of 
adherents 
across the Channel, but in the increased 
regard secured on this side, and the conse­ 
quent increase of converts likely to result 
therefrom, he feele, no doubt, th a t he has 
not driven a bad bargain, and th at he has 
no cause for regret. 


THE SHOWING OF FACTS. 
From these general observations let ub 
come to facts and figures. From the t'atho- 
lic Directory for ISS4, published by au­ 
thority of the Cardinal, Archbishop and 
Bishops cf England, I Uarn th at in Great 
Britain, which does not include Ireland, 
the Catholics have 2,492 priests, 1,524 
churches and chapels, and about a million 
and a half of lay members. 
From another 
reliable source, viz,, Thr Tablet, I am able 
to give statistics which show the rapid 
progress made in the generation intervening 
bstween 1S40 and 1880.

three times as fast as the population, for 
while the latter ha9 increased 60 per cent., 
Catholics have increased at the rate of 15 
per cent., constituting now about five per 
cent, of the inhabitants. Referring again to

The Catholic members 
of her M ajesty’s Privy Council are the 
M arquis of Ripon, the E arl of Kenmare, 
Viscount Bury, Lord Howard, Lord E n ly 
and Lord Fitzgerald. 
The article in the Tablet, from which 1 
have before quoted, gives figures showing 
the grow th of Roman Catholicism in the 
U nited States.

Anyone who has ever noticed the avid­ 
ity with which a fretful, sick infant drinks 
water, and marks the early abatem ent of 
febrile and other symptoms, will be con­ 
vinced th at w ater as a beverage, a .¡uencher 
of thirst, a physiological necessity in fact, 
should not be denied to the helpless mem­ 
ber of soe’ety .—[N. 5 .

A g ra.t discovery has been made by an 
English chem ist 
that the leaves of the 
common 
mullein 
( Verhatcum thapnus), 
“ when bciled in m ilk,” are nutritious, aud 
useful in chronic cough with debility, and 
th at it lis» Borne effect in restraining diar­ 
rhea. 
We do not doubt it. 
Uur grand­ 
m others held the mullein in high esteem 
in the bowel ccm plaints of their children. 
They, too, boiled it in milk. 
There is 
some mucilsgc in mullein, and this cinnot 
injure the m ilk,— [ t’acitic Medicsl Journal. 
Youngchildi-cn are v try subject to colds, 
for several reasens. 
First, their skins are 
unusually active and vascular, containing 
a much larger proportion of blood than 
those of a d u lts; second, they are usually 
improperly clad, the middle portion of 
their body being to clothed as to induce 
peropiration, while the arms aad legs are 
left nearly bare ; thiro, they arc rendered 
susceptible to cold air or drafts by being 
kept tu too warm an atmosphere, and not 
exposed to out of-door air. 
Thu habit of 
breathing through the c o u th , which chil­ 
dren are very apt to contract, may also be 
regarded as a frequent cause of taking 
cold, esperiallv dunng the w inter months. 
Children should be taught U inhale through 
the nose, the natural channel for inspired 
air, as by passing over the large mucous 
surface the a-r is warmed before entering 
the lungs, 
thus preventing congestion, 
which might rise to serious infismmation 
of the air passages, or to pnensionia.—

MOVEMENT? CF TITLED EOYALTY IN 
REPUBLICAN FRANCE. 


Vacant Chairs in the Academie Praucaise 
—Zola's •' Pot-Boullle”—Theatrical 
and Personal Notes. 


P a r is , January 17, 18S4. 
The well meaning but unwise friends of 
the Count de Paris have come near provok­ 
ing a public dem onstration, the conse­ 
quences of which would certainly have 
been contrary to their fondest hopes. 
A 
week ago the Count de Paris accepted an 
invitation from the King of Spain to visit 
M adrid, and it was his intention to leave 
Paris as quietly as possible, but the day 
before his departure the following invita­ 
tion was sent to ail the prom inent members 


of the press : 
Monsieur: You are invited to assist at the de­ 
parture of his ltoj-al Highness, Philippa VII. to­ 
morrow evening, by the S o'clock express, at the 
Orleans depot. 
Arm ed w ith these invitations, printed 
ou small visiting cards, and sent w ithout 
the authorization of the Frince, who knew 
absolutely nothing of it until an hour 
before his departure, 
about a hundred 
persons assembled a t the Orleans depot a 
little before S o’clock ; but the police had 
been informed and had taken exeeptisnal 
precautions to 


PREVENT A PUBLIC DEMONSTRATION, 
No doubt sincerely believing th at some­ 
thing very serious would happen but for 
their interference. 
They were stationed 
in groups before tho several entrances and 
exits of the depot, and no one was per 
m iitsd to leave the waiting-room for the 
S o’clock express train w ithout a ticket. 
The Count de P ans had engaged several 
days in advance a whole sleepiDg-car, and, 
not wishing to give the slightest encour­ 
agement to his ardent admirers, entered 
the depot w ith hia wife by the entrance of 
the arrivals, and reached the train unob­ 
served. 
Tho Count and Countess de Pari3 
were accompanied by the Princess Amelia 
and the 
Princess 
Helen, their eldest 
daughters, the Countess Butler, lady of 
honor to the Countess of Taris, and Mile. 
Levasseur, the governess of the young 
Princesses. 
The curtains of the sleeping- 
car were tightly drawn, and it was im­ 
possible to catch the slightest glimpse of 
the traveleis. 
It was hoped now th at 
they would get off quietly, but one had 
not counted upou the eager groups of peo­ 
ple in the waiting-room, who, im patient at 
being compelled to remain there, made fre­ 
quent frantic attem pts to force the door. 
-Vs soon as the train was in motion they 
shouted “ Vive le Roi ” and “ Down with 
republics and ty ran ts.” M any arrests were 
made. 
I t is difficult to understand the 
exact m em ing of this dem onstration. The 
Count de Paris frequently leaves town. 
His movements have not heretofore dis­ 
turbed the peace of the Parisians. H e will 
remain Bomc time at M adrid and go from 
thence to Seville. 
W hatever may have 
been the feelings of the Count de Paris on 
hearing of this intended dem onstration, we 
are sure th a t he will continue to avoid 
public notice, and th at he will remain si­ 
lent on political subjects. 
He has never 
made the slightest attem pt to become pop­ 
ular w ith the French people, and probably 
never will. 
THE FILLING OF VACANT CHAIRS. 
The three chairs of the Academie Fran- 
caise rendered vacant by the death of the 
celebrated historian Henri M artin, V ictor 
de Laprade and Jules Sandeau, will prob­ 
ably be claimed by the poet 
Francois 
Copee, the critic and novelist Edm nd 
About, and the father of the republic, 
W allon. 
The elections will occur in a few 
days, and meantime there is much specu­ 
lation and some anxiety. 
For a long tim e 
Aluhouse Daudet has hoped to become a 
member of the great Institute, and in 
time his hopes will be undoubtedly real­ 
ized. 
At present he is somewhat in dis­ 
grao on account of his “ Kings in E xile,” 
but th a t will not last long. 
George Onnct 
has all the necessary qualifications for elec­ 
tion, but he has called the Academie “ a 
conservatory of 
stupid literatu re,” and 
cannot hope to become a member w ithout 
m aking an humble apology, wherein he 
would be following the example of Victor 
Hugo. 
George 
Ohnet 
is a very rich 
young 
man, 
the 
author 
of 
several 
romances, 
which 
have 
had wonderful 
success. 
There was serious need of a re­ 
action against the excessive realism of 
Zola’s novels, aad those of his numerous 
im itators. 
Ohnet was the firsc to profit by 
this need. 
His novols are w hat the French 
call honest. 
“ Serge 1’an in e” is his moat 
popular work, but the “ M aitre de F o rg e” 
is his best effort. 
I t has been arranged for 
the stage and is now being played to 
crowded houses. 
"S erge de l’anine ” is 
in its 1021 edition, the “ M aitre de Forge” 
in its 100th, and the “ Countess S a ra h ” in 
its 113th. 
These figures are sufficiently 
eloquent. 
O hnet’s talent, w ithout being 
of a superior order, is full of spirit and 
tact, and wonderfully measured. 
A little 
more invention would bs desirable, and 
yet his romances are easily arranged for 
the stage, which would seem to prove no 
lack of invention. 
Another curious play, 
at present very popular, is 


ZOI.a’s “ POT-BOTILLE,” 
Given at the Ambigú Theater. 
M any de­ 
mand the significance of the title. 
It is 
the daily soup of the petit bourgeoise. 
To 
make 
pot-bouille is to m anufacture as 
nourishing a soup as possible with the least 
money. 
The most im portant picture of 
Z d a’s play is th at of the family 
Josse- 
rand, composed of the father, an employe 
of the A dm inistration ; of the m other, an 
ambitious bourgeoise, and of two daugh­ 
ters, whom sho is determined to m arry. 
W ill Bhe marry them, or will she not marry 
them ? She gives soirees, and invites young 
gentlemen ; in short, it is a pot-bouille 
which one has already seen stew ing and 
sputtering in many a family, and one 
knows th at Zola has not exaggerated his 
"P et-bouille.” The m other throw s theelder 
daughter into the arms of a stupid hus­ 
band—so stupid, th at he does not know 
when he is deceived: and the younger 
daughter is forced to m arry a man utterly 
distasteful to her, whom she soon deserts, 
to run away w ith a gallant Captain of the 
Guards. 
In a very short tim e both the 
daughters are back iu the paternal man­ 
sion, miserably unhappy, forever disgraced. 
The father, broken by so many sorrows, 
dies of apoplexy. 
He is the only honest 
personage represented. 
Z 1 »’s plays are 
not agreeable to Bee or read ; but “ Pot- 
louille ” will do good, aad is more sup­ 
portable than “ N aua." 


MMK 
H ARRIS-Z AG I'M, 
The pretty American 
diva, 
is singing 
“ M artha.” 
This lady ha9 sung w ith suc­ 
cess at the Scala at Milan, aud at St. 
Petersburg. 
She is very small, and a per­ 
fect blonde, possessing much talent though 
extrem ely modest, her only pride being in 
her children, a very excusable pride, for 
they are the most beautiful children to be 
seen in the Rais or the Champs-Elysees.

SAN fRANCISCO LETTER. 


MUSICAL 
PYROTECHNICS 
IN 
DIVINE 
SERVICE. 


In an “ Open L etter ” published in the 
February num ber of the Century, Rev. Dr. 
Charles S. Robinson, the well-known au­ 
thor and divine, gives some of his experi 
ence w ith choirs and singers, who regard 
their part in the church service as simply 
affording a happy opportunity to display 
their artistic standing, or the development 
of their musical pinions, rather than as a 
part and parcel of a thoughtful, spiritual 
presentation. 
In the course of his letter 
he says : 
Ouce in the city of Boston I had taken 
my place to begin ; there had been pre­ 
sented to me a printed programme as I 
reached the vestry, the whole of which had 
been rilled in except the place for the clos­ 
ing hymn ; is was isBoed by the ohoir as 
they had arranged it. W hile the organ was 
playing, up the pnlpit stairs came a stran­ 
ger ; taking his seat by me on the eofa, he 
announced that he was the leader of the 
music, “ basso.” 
He proposed to sing for 
the 
anthem 
th at 
morning 
a 
solo 
from “ The 
C reation,” and he desired 
me 
to 
read 
as 
the 
lesson 
the 
first chapter of Genesis, “ as the most ap­ 
propriate introduction.” 
I meekly replied 
th at if this was cu&tomary in th a t congre­ 
gation, I had nothing to Bay. 
So I agreed 
to read the chapter, but added, th at I 
hoped it would not be considered au inno­ 
vation if I should put in afterw ard a few 
verses from the New Testam ent which I 
had selected. 
He bowed assent gravely as 
he left the desk. 
But when the moment 
arrived for the genesis of my perturbation to 
begin, once more I was favored w ith a 
visit, this tim e from the sexton, who only 
came to hand me a piece of a fly-leaf frotn 
a music-book, on which ivas w ritten the 
gracious information th at the leader of the 
choir, “ basso,” had concluded not to Bing 
the solo, and I m ight feel at liberty to read 
w hat I pleased. 
How much of th at sort 
of artistic help ÍB an educated m inister, of 
a religious tu rn of mind, expected to en­ 
dure? 
I t is of no interest to me to make 
¡Bsue w ith such willful vanity and out­ 
rageous conceit as this manifests ; the man 
apparently assuming th at the order of 
worship was to be constructed or modified 
to bring his voice into a proper orchestral 
setting. 
I wish to make this distinct point, and I 
never was more anxiously sober in argu­ 
m ent in my life : 
I think th at our choirs 
choose their “ opening pieces” and their 
anthem s with a view t> the musical neces­ 
sity of the voices or the day or the posi­ 
tion, as they see it, and w ith no proper re. 
gard to the needs or wishes of those who 
have come to worship God. 
I do not as­ 
sert th at all do it, nor th at any do it al­ 
ways ; but I insist th at this is the rule, 
and anything else is the exception. 
The 
conductor of our choir, the one wo had 
long ago, said frankly, on the sad occasion 
when I had what New England people call 
a “ to-do ” with him for cause, that, after 
a most extensive experience in leading, he 
had found it impossible to kesp the peace 
in his gallery unless ho would apportion 
the solos carefully among the performers 
from Sabbath to Sabbath, so th at each 
should have a chance ; 
hence, he often 
chose for the sake of a voice, or two voices, 
a composition the rendering of which would 
bring down praise from “ the house.” 
Once our alto asked me, as I was enter­ 
ing the pulpit, w hether I had any objec­ 
tions to changing the closing hymn, for sho 
was expecting some friends th at evening, 
and they could not come till late, and she 
w anted to sing a solo. 
And once, at a 
week-day funeral, our tenor crowded me, 
even to my em barrassm ent, w ith a request 
th at he m ight be perm itted to precede the 
arrival of tho train of mourners w ith a 
vocal piece in the gallery, for he had just 
heard th at two members of the music com­ 
m ittee of another congregation would be 
present, and he wished them to hear him, 
as he desired to secure the place of con­ 
ductor there. 
This entire discussion turns at once upon 
the answer to the question w hether the 
choir, the organ, the tune book, and the 
blower are for the sake of helping God s 
people worship Him, or w hether the public 
assemblies of Christiana are for the sake of 
tha artistic regalem ents of listeners, the 
personal exhibition of musician», or the 
advancem ent of professional soloists who 
are competing for a salary. 
In our travels some of us have seen the 
old organ in a remote village of Germany 
on the case of which are carved in the 
ruggeJncss of Teutonic characters three 
mottoes. 
If 
they 
could 
be 
rendered 
from their terse poetry into English they 
would 
do 
valiant 
service 
in 
our 
times for all the singers and players to­ 
gether. 
Across the top of the keyboard 
is this : “ Thou playest here not for thyst If, 
thou playest for the congregation ; so the 
playing should elevate t lie heart, Bhould 
bs simple, earnest and 
pure. ’ 
Across 
above the 
right-hand row of stops is 
th is : 
“ The organ-tone m ust ever 
be 
adapted to the subject of the so n g ; it 
is for thee, therefore, to read the hymn en­ 
tirely through so as to catch its true spirit. 
Across above the left-hand Btopa is th is: 
“ Iu order th at thy playing shall not bring 
the singing into confusion, it is becoming 
th at thou listen sometimes, and as thou 
hearest thou w ilt be likelier to play as 
God’s people sing.”

SCIFHTIFC N0TE3. 
Sir Charles Wheatstone has shown that 
a flash of lightning lasts iess than a mill­ 
ionth part cf a second. 
Professor William North Rice says that 
the Connecticut river, between Northamp­ 
ton and Meriden, was once 150 feet deep 
and 15 miles broad, 
The vibrations of machinery on upper 
floors are said to ho entirely stopped by 
the introduction of a piece of rubber be­ 
tween the base of the machine and the 
floor. 
A canoe cut out c f a single massive oak 
tree, in the stone age, has been found 
partly imbedded under the River Arun, in 
Sussex, Eug. It is 15 feet long by 4 feet 
broad. 
Dr. Laujorrois recommends potassium 
dichromate for disinfecting cesspools, sew­ 
age, dissecting-rooms, etc., ami considers 
it likely to be of great use iu diseases due 
to mierobia. 
Nature reports that Niaba, an isolated 
mountain more than 2 500 feet high, near 
Bona, is slowly sinking into the bosom of 
the earth. A deep ditch has been made 
all around the engulfed mass. 
To drill holes in glass, take a good steel 
drill and wet with a saturated solution of 
camphor in oil of turpentine. It is said 
that hoieB may t>3 rapidly drilled in this 
way through the thickest plate-glass. 
Clinkers may he loosened from fire­ 
bricks by throwing into the fire-box, when 
very hot, two or three quarts of oyster or 
clam shells, or a less quantity of salt, al­ 
lowing the fire to go out, aud then cleave 
off the clinker3. 
A new kind of cloth is being made in 
Lyons from the down of hens, ducks and 
geese. Seven hundred and fifty grains of 
feathers make one square metre of a lieht 
and very warm waterproof cloth, which 
can be dyed in all shades. 
In hardening any article of steel that is 
thin or light and heats quickly, it is ad­ 
visable to remove on a grindstone or emery 
wheel the scale formed in forging be­ 
fore heating. The scale being of unequal 
density, if it is not removed it is generally 
impossible to heat evenly ; besides, the de­ 
gree of heat can be hstter observed if it is 
removed. 
Fishes now living in the Suez Canal have 
formed the subject of a paper by Dr. C. 
Keller. Up to the beginning of the present 
year eleven species from the Mediterranean 
have penetrated the canal as far as Suez. 
The Iiel eea, on the other hand, gave no 
fewer than twenty-five species, which, how­ 
ever, have only for the most part scarcely- 
reached half way toward the northern en­ 
trance. 
Dr. Austin Meldon, of Dublin, has in­ 
vented an electro motor, which is said to 
create the largest amount of driving power 
with the least expenditure of electrical 
energy. The armature is formed by join­ 
ing together two fifteen-inch solid pulley 
wheels with ssven flat bars of iron, each 
bar being 24 inches ling by 3 inches wide 
and 1 . 5 inches thick, and the bars are laid 
upon gut:a percha, copper bolts being used 
to fasten them to the wheels. A shaft of 
1 5-inch steel passes through the center, 
and the whole is supported by a hard-wood 
fram stayed with iron. Each side of 
the frame where the shaft emerges 
therefrom is supplied with an ivory 
commutator, the one on the right hav­ 
ing three and the other four brushes, 
each of which communicat is with a magnet. 
Attached to the frame are seven electro­ 
magnets. the three larger ones being made 
of 2 inch soft iron, and wound with No. 14 
wire without bobbins, and the other four 
of 15 inch iron and wound with No. 11 
wire. The total weight is a little over 
toree hundred-weight. 


FORTY YEARS AGO. 
To go back forty years, fully as useful a 
coutra-t and a3 iustructive a comparison 
may be made as tv bring the early settlers 
from Enriand. Holland and Franco in op­ 
position to their descendants of two hun­ 
dred years later. la 1S43, and for eome 
period thence onward, money, as currency, 
was scarce. Possibly general business suf­ 
fered for want of the medium of exchange. 
Money, in bills or coin, had a value that 
would be looked upon now as almost a 
worshiping of a fetich. “ One dollar a 
day” was “ a good day's pay,” and so it 
was considered even for fairly skilled labor. 
Several men, for iustance, wero employed 
in squaring, by chalk line and broad ax, 
the round timbers to form the framing of 
a dam. Others bored the holes for mor­ 
tises and chiseled them out. Others did 
the “ scribing,” the sawing and dressing 
of the tenons. Few of these got over one 
and a quarter dollars per day from “ sun­ 
up to sundown.” The man who eoul 1 
scribe,’’ and who laid out the job, got, 
perhaps, one dollar and fifty cents. The 
machinist got from one dollar and fifty to 
t xo dollars per day ; and he who got the 
two dollars was a fortunats man, and f om 
that time he was a competent man. Labor­ 
ers had fifty cents per day, and in haying 
time, when several days ordinary work 
must be crowded into t velve, fourteen, or 
possibly sixteen hours, they got seventy- 
five cents. Special workmen, apt at any 
jobs, one dollar. Now this is a fair show- 
log of the value of labor forty years ago. 
What was the relative value of housing, 
fuel, food, and clothing? Rents were low. 
A good houso for the tuneB cost from $25 to 
$10 per year. Fuel wood was somewhat 
less then than it can bs furnished, as coal 
now, at any place remote from the mines : 
say for an ordinary family six cords of 
hickory, $24 ; now four tons of coal (two 
tires), about equal. Food coat less forty 
years ago than now ; but it was not the 
same f-iod. Fresh meat once, or at 
most twice, a week, and rarely that, ex­ 
cept in the “ killing season;’’ fish caught 
at the stream or pond, or hawked 
shout at fenr cents a pounds dressed. 
Vegetables from the garden, or from 
the market at 
twenty-five cents a 
bushel for potatoes and less prices for 
turnips. Onions almost as dear as now, 
and cabbage no cheaper. Clothing can be 
bought cheaper now than it could forty 
years ago, and it is cheaper in more than 
one sense. Perhaps it would be better for 
the country at large if better clothing at 
higher prices should be the rule. 
It is 
scarcely necessary to add to “ how we lived 
forty years ago ” any statement of how we 
live or how we might live now. It is 
enough to the present earner of his bread 
by labor to know of the annoyance and 
lack of opportunities of his predeeessor. 
A glance over the condition of forty years 
ago and the present condition will convince 
any unprejudiced mind that an improve­ 
ment has been made in the condition of 
our workers, and that the worker of to­ 
day gets a better return for his labor than 
he did forty years ago. And this statement 
applies as nearly to the unski,led worker as 
to the adept mechanic. Only that the ad­ 
vantage now, as ever before, holds with 
the intelligent, skilled, experienced me­ 
chanic.—[Scientific American.

SEEING THE POPF. 
A visitor at Rome, in a letter concern­ 
ing a visit t< the Vatican, says : Eleven 
o'clock tolled from the belfry of the neigh­ 
boring church, and for a moment the buzz 
of conversation was hushed ae the huge 
doors leading to the private apartments of 
the Vatican swung back and five legantly- 
tquipped officers, with drawn swords, 
marched in and took their places at the 
entrance of the railed-off space. Fifteen 
miDUtes later, attended by three piges, 
appeared the maggiordoma, Mucsigoor 
Ricci Paraccuni, in full evening dress, 
having around his neck a massive guld 
chain, to which were attached the arms of 
the family to w hich the P >pe belongs, and 
the keys of St Peter. Ascertaining that 
everything was 
in 
readiness, he re­ 
turned, 
and 
exactly at 11:30 the 
procession, headed by the members 
if the choir belong! 
to St Peter’s, 
made its appearance. 
F flowing these 
were several bishops attired in superb pur- 
Die silk gowus, each with a cape of ermine 
upon his shoulders. Next appearel two 
young men in handsome black court suits 
with slender canes in their hands. A priest 
hearing upon a velvet pillow a superbly 
bound copy of the Bible followed, and 
then, attended by numerous priosts, came 
the cardinals, perhaps six or eight in all, 
with trailing rob is of purple, each hav­ 
ing upon the third finger of his left 
hand the ecclesiastical ring denoting his 
rank. 
Following these, two priests, one 
carrying a supeih jewel-studded crosier of 
l»ra«s, and his companion a pi fin, unadorned 
mitre, evidently clcti of gold. Presently 
the awe-struck whisper was heard, “ The 
Pope,” and I found myself bending low 
and making the sign of the cross with the 
others, like any devoted Romanist, as, 
seated in a richly-gilded chair, borne upon 
the shoulders ct sixteen men, who were 
attired in rich costumes of maro n 
silk, aud surrounded by his personal at­ 
tendants, Pop© Leo XIII., the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church throughout the 
world, the twenty-eighth Pope since the 
time of St. Peter, made his appearance. 
He was dressed in magnificent robes of 
maroon velvet worked with gold and deco­ 
rated with preciouo stones, and upon his 
head a mitre so thickly studded with jewels 
that the groundwork was almost indistin­ 
guishable. On either side of the chair 
walked a young priest bearing aloft upon a 
gilded rod an Immense fan of white ostrich 
plumes. 
The Pope made a sign of the 
cross first on one side and then on the 
other, over the heads of the people, and 
was slowly carried to his throne, to which 
he was assisted by his attendants. The 
heavy mitre was replaced by the lighter 
one which the priest had carried before 
him, and the ceremony was completed.

HOWEVER THIS MAY BE" 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision on a collateral issue relative to the 
bonded indebtedness of this city. It is 
wise to come to a clear understanding of 
the opinion of the Court, and if it is true 
that by it we “ snatch victory from the 
jaws of defeat,” to know it. It is not 
friendliness to the city to hold out de­ 
lusive hopes. None morn sinceiely than 
tfce R evokd-Union can wish for the suc­ 
cess of Sacramento in her issue with the 
holders of the city honda. As we read it, 
the opinion is capable of two divergent con­ 
clusions. 
The preceding was an application for a 
writ of mandate to compel the City Treas­ 
urer to pay interest coupons of city bonds 
out of the s i n k i n g and interest fund in his 
hands. 
To the complaint the city de­ 
murred, among other reasons because the 
city cannot be sued on the claims of the 
bondholders, nor its property or effects be 
levied upon cr sold in any process. To 
this the claimants replied that mandamus 
may be invoked to require the Treasurer 
to do his duty when he has the fund on 
hand from which to pay, since the law en­ 
joined that specific duty upon him. That 
if it be true that the contract provides the 
city shall not be sued, that attempt to cut 
off remedy against the city is unconstitu­ 
tional, “ as the right of a party to have a 
wrong redressed cannot be taken away 
either by legislative enactment or by agree­ 
ment.1' 
This stat ment of the issue is drawn 
from the pleadings on file. Other points 
were made, but on these hinge the present 
matter. Ihe Court below sustained the 
demurie-, and the case went to the Su­ 
preme Court. That body now h.lds that 
the coupon bonds were issued under the 
charter of 1S5S, nqutring 55 per cent, of 
certain revenue to be set apart to a sinking 
and interest fund, to pay the interest and 
redeem tfce bonds when due. That char­ 
ter provided that the city should not be 
sued, etc. In 1S63 the charter of 1S5S was 
-euealed. “ The repeal did not impair the 
validity of contracts made under its pro­ 
visions." The charter of 18G3 contained 
ihe same provision for the sinking and in- 
erest fund and the payment of interest, 
etc., and also “ an impli- l inhi h.'tion against 
suits against the city on the bonds, and 
hence the claim that no action can be main­ 
tained against the city, etc. 
os, says the Court, “ however this may 
re, it is no answer to a proceeding by 
■anlamus to compel an ollicer of the city 
to perform a duty in connection with the 
lymcnt of the bonds, which the law un­ 
der which they were issued has specially 
enjoined upon him. 1 The italicised words 
noted are those which justify contrary 
inference*, i'or if the Court believes it 
to be the law that the city cannot be sued, 
etc., why did ,t act say so ? 0.1 the other 
hand, if it btlivves that there is nothing ia 
the “ inhibition of suits,1 and that thclcg- 
"slative deilaiaCon against suits is uncon­ 
stitutional, as c’aimed by the bondholders, 
why did it nut say so 7 
It follows tha: we may infer that the 
Court, since it quotes the law, is satisfied 
that the city may be sued; or that it is 
satisfied that it cannot be sued. It is a 
case where the people can take their choice, 
for the Court avoids the matter by the am­ 
biguous words, “ /tomerer this may I#,” and 
then proceeds to direct the Treasurer to 
pay the coupons, because be has the fand 
out of which to pay, and because it is his 
special duty, irrespective and independent 
of the action of the Trustees or the Au­ 
dit >r.

w is e the reader of the opinion is left 
in-. it by these final words: “ A ndas 
th. 
tpons paríale of the nature of the 
in, 
o which they belrng, and against 
v. 
the statute of limitations has not 
ran, they were not barred by the statu-e. 
The italicised word6 are ours, and are 
emphasized because they leave inferences 
pen as to what the Court believes to he 


the “ nature of the bonds ”—whether they 
were taken with notice that no suits upon 
them could be maintained, or whether, as 
claimed by the bondholders, the contract 
Is unconstitutional bo far as the inhibition 
regarding suits ia concerned. 
Of course, it may be replied that this 
latter issue, though raised by the plead­ 
ings, was not deemed by theCoart properly 
before it. The appellate Court, as a rule, 
goes off on collateral issues whenever the 
opportunity offers. In this case it had it 
in its power to indicate what it thinks 
upon the questiua referred to, and thus set 
at rest a matter that profoundly agitates 
this community. 
Evidently it has not 
done so. We ace also equally in the dark 
npou quite aB important a matter, and one 
interwoven with the other—if mandamus 
will lie to compel the Treasurer to pay 
when he has the fund, because it is a 
special duty enjoined by the law, will not 
mandamus lie to compel other officials to 
replenish the fund, levy the tax for it, 
and to collect it after levy ? If so, then 
the inhibition against suits is avoided. 
So far, then, as the main and all-im­ 
portant issue and the Supreme Court are 
concerned, it appears to U3 that we stand 
very much as James Russell Lowell face­ 
tiously said he did when questioned sim­ 
ultaneously by pro-slavery men and aboli­ 
tionists—facing south by north. It ia just 
possille that until the maturity of some of 
the bonde, and an attempt to collect them, 
we will be unable to pin the Courts down 
to a flat decision upon the main issue. 


DIVORCE REFORM. 
The Governor of New York has advised 
the Legislature of that State to inaugurate 
a movement to eecure adoption by the 
States of the Union of uniform law’s on 
the subject of divorcs. 
This is a wise suggestion. There should 
be no reason W’hy the laws of the several 
divisions of the country should not be in 
harmony both as to marriage and divorce. 
Nothing but mere opinion can divide the 
States in this matter, for there is involved 
in it no question of right cr political pol­ 
icy. The common object of the States is 
to conserve the greatest happiness of the 
peeple ; to encourage matrimony ; to dis­ 
courage domestic infelicity ; to develop the 
best citizenship ; to prevent fraud aud col­ 
lusion iu divorce actions. It is not think­ 
able that any people of any State desire 
any other policy to be pursued. A con­ 
trary assumption would bo an insult to 
their intelligence 3ud sense of decency. 
So, as we have said, whatever prevents 
agreement can be merely a matter of opin­ 
ion as to the best methods for the attain­ 
ment of an agreed end. The divergence 
of opinions will be broadest upon the ques- 
lions, what shall be recognized as causes of 
divorce ; what shall be tbs rule as to juris­ 
diction, and what comity shall prevail 
for the recognition in 
the several 
States of the decrees of the Courts of 
each ? Collateral questions for settlement 
will embrace sufficiency of notice and ser­ 
vice ; what shall be deemed residence, etc. 
Upcm these subjects we cannot expect 
any ready concurrence, but it is a hopeful 
sign that the Kxecutive of the chief State 
of the Union has taken the initial step 
toward a consummation devoutly to be 
wished, and which we believe will be 
attained—else our whole system of oivil'za. 
tion must turn backward. As for the 
proposition for national marriage and di­ 
vorce laws, we do not believe them feasible 
or possible of attainment. 
Governor Brown, of Rhode Island, has 
also discussed this matter in his annual 
message. He deplores the rapid increase 
of divorce decrees for trivial causes, and 
alleges that the statutes of that State prac­ 
tically limit the causes of divorce to the 
discretion of the Court. He advises legis­ 
lation to prevent fraud and collusion, to 
compel trials in open Court, and to require 
the witnesses to appear in Court. Obvi­ 
ously this latter would net be a wise rule, 
siace the processes of the Couits cannot 
reach witnesses in all cases aud compel 
their attendance, and to deprive awroDged 
party of remedy because of that fact will 
be doing injustice. 
Tr.e discussion in messages by Governors 
will, however, aid the movement to secure 
agreement between the legislatures of the 
Status, It would not be difficult if the 
Governors of all the States would unite iu 
the effort to bring about a conference 
within three or four years, thus giving all 
legislatures opportunity to send represent­ 
atives to such a council as Governor Cleve­ 
land advises. 
The disclosure n.ade in San Francisco 
this week of fraudulent practices in divorce 
brings this subject prominently forward. 
That it is possible for a fraudulent decree 
to issue is a shame to our legal system. If 
the law had required the presence of cither 
one or the other of the Wagers in open 
Court there could have been no such im- 
poBture as it is alleged was practiced. It 
is charged that Wager procured an attor­ 
ney to bring an action for divorce against 
Mrs. Wager. In due time the attorney 
presented Wager with a Court decree-dis­ 
solving the bonds of matrimony between 
the Wagers. Wager thereupon married 
again, and is now- under the liability of a 
charge for bigamy at the instance of his 
first wife, fur the decree was a forgery. 
But if Wager had known that it was im­ 
possible under our lavra for such a decree 
to le made except in open Court in his 
presence no such fraud could have been 
practice 1 upon him. Our laws, however, 
do not so provide. It is safe to 6ay that 
in seven-tenths of all divorce cases the 
Court never sees either party to the action. 
Not long ago we were at ;>ains to illus­ 
trate how under our laws it ia possible for 
a man and wile to be divorced without the 
knowledge of either of them, and a case 
arising in this city furnished the text for 
the illustration. California is quite as 
much in need of reform in her divorce laws 
as any other State in the Union. 


A NOV CL IDEA ABOUT THE CHINESE IN 
CALIFORNIA. 
Rev. V. A, Lewis lectured in Boston on 
the 1st instant on “ The Chinese in Cal­ 
ifornia.” This is a favorite topic with men 
who make the Chinese in California a 
study for all the period of time between 
the arrival of one and the departure of the 
next train. According to the Boston Ad­ 
vertiser, a journal enjoying the reputation 
of being exceedingly accurate and consci­ 
entious in all its reports, Mr. Lewis said 
that the Chinese are a most desirable class 
of peoplefor California, “ as things stand,” 
and added : “ Their treatment by the land­ 
lords who own the property in the Chinese 
quarter is oppressive, and extortionate 
rents are obtained from them. These ex­ 
tortions in the matter of rent were 
what prompted them in the first instance 
to burrowing habit stions under ground, 
and this is the cause of their crowding 
together like animals in a pen. If they 
had been rightly used, and had been en­ 
couraged in that manner which it would 
have been good policy, as well as kind 
treatment to adopt, they would have cov­ 
ered the waits sand-hills of that section of 
fian Francisco where they live, with houses 


and gardens, and made it a paradise in­ 
stead of leaving it, as it now is, a desert.” 
To the dispassionate man who is familiar 
with the habits of the Chinese in Califor. 
nia this assertion of the ministerial lect­ 
urer will appear more than strange, for it 
is not consistent with the truth. Undoubt­ 
edly landlords make the most of their 
rentals to Chinese, but he has observed 
the habits of the latter to poor advan­ 
tage who does not know that they 
herd together and pack into 
small 
space ; because, first, of their ability to do 
so and not die in the doing ; secondly, be* 
cause by eo doing they can live more 
cheaply and thus underbid the white 
laborer, of whom society demands a differ­ 
ent mode of living. Where the Chinese 
own the land and the teñamente thereon 
they herd together precisely the same as 
if they were tenants, and this fact must be 
known to Mr. Lewis. In country towns, 
where there is ample room, and to spare, 
the Chinese manifest precisely the same 
brutish disposition. If Mr. Lewis knows 
anything about the matter at all, he knows 
and should have the common honesty to 
state it-, that if white laborers should herd 
together in close quarters as do the Chi­ 
nese, subsist as they do, and contribute no 
more than they do to the business, trades 
and vocations of others, then the white 
could work as cheaply as the coolie laborer. 
But let any Eastern reader who may have 
heard Mr. Lewis lecture, ask himself wbat 
kind of contribution, intellectual or ma­ 
terial the white laborer so living would 
make to our syBtem of civilization ? W hat 
grade of a family would he raise up ? On 
what would he support any kind of a 
family ? How much would he add to the 
material prosperity and advancement and 
worth of a community 7 W hat kind of a 
citizen would he make ? W hat manner of 
progeny would he give to the State 7 Lst 
us suppose the white carpenters, and shoe­ 
makers, and the bakers and cooks, the 
barbers and butchers, and other artisans 
acd men of honorable industries, to be 
driven to the subsistence of the Chinese 
shoemaker, and butcher, and baker, etc.; 
let us suppose our artisans to live as the 
Cuinese do that they might labor for 
the same wage; how much would it be 
possible for these butchers and bakers and 
shoemakers to contribute to our schools, 
our homes, oar trades, our militia system, 
our churches, our theaters, our newspapers, 
our libraries, our populrt'on, our—indeed, 
to any necessity, pleasure, or other 
matter, in which the citizen artisan and 
trade follower may or should engage or in­ 
dulge 7 And yet, there are people at the 
Ei=t of broad intelligence, high culture, 
generous impulses, and far-seeing wisdom, 
who believe with Mr. Lewie, that but for 
the persecutions of Californians the Chi­ 
nese would have converted the waste hills 
of San Francisco into “ a paradise.” Yes, 
probably—a Chinese paradise, patterned 
after models, however, wholly antagonistic 
to the earthly ideas of the average self- 
respecting and progressive American citi­ 
zen.

THE PAUL PRY OP THE PRESS. 
“ The Queen of Tahiti,” say the dis­ 
patches, “ on sailing for France this week, 
declared that she never again desired to 
see New York or San Francisco, on account 
of the rudeness of the reporters.” It has 
remained for this dark-skinned petty mon­ 
arch to administer a deserved rebuke to 
one of our civilized methods. She referred 
to the offensive practice of “ interviewing.” 
At its very best it is disagreeable, but in 
its perversion under the sensational news­ 
paper system it is indecent and without a 
shadow of apology. There are times when 
it Í3 needful for press reporters to ask pub­ 
lic men to state their views for publication, 
and the categorical style is then, when pur­ 
sued by a gentleman, proper enough. But 
the better plan is to indicate the topic 
merely, and the points on which informa­ 
tion is desired, and let the respondent do 
ail the talking. But the “ interviewer" 
of the pure breed, the Paul Pry cf the 
press, is au abomination and a nuisance. 
W ithout excuse he invades privacy ; with­ 
out a text he hatches from the simplest 
conversation a long-winded account, that 
seven times out of ten bristles with false­ 
hood, misrepresentation and impertinence. 
It is the meanest 
device 
of the 
unscrupulous to 
invade the rights 
of others ; 
it 
is 
the weapon of 
contcmtible curiosity. No self-respecting 
journalist will now tolerate the mere inter­ 
view in his columns. In the case of " the 
Queen of Tahiti,” we remember that she 
desired to travel incognito ; that she came 
with modest quiet and without announce­ 
ment ; that she had sent for no interviewer, 
and had nothing to say to the California 
public. But before she had finished her 
first muffin at the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco, one of the "interviewing” kind 
forced itself into her apartments, ir. 
terrupted her breakfast, insisted on know­ 
ing who she was, what she came for, where 
she was going, and what laundry had the 
favor of the royal order for the regal dirty 
linen. The woman behaved as a lady, and 
very decisively gave the interloper to un­ 
derstand that the press had no concern in 
her or hers, that she was encroaching upon 
no law, had invaded no hospitality, had no 
opinions concerning the climate or this 
people, and did not desire to be paraded 
before the public to gratify the mean vani­ 
ty of a meaner journalism. No wonder 
she never again desires to set foot in San 
F rancisco.

Dr. C. E. Page, in a recent work on the 
feet of horses, takes the position that un­ 
der many conditions horses will do better 
service without shoes. 
Colonel C. M. 
Weld bears like testimony, drawn from his 
experience. Arthur F. Astley, in Laml 
and Water, protests against shoeing the 
horse. He cites the case of his own 20- 
ytar-old roadster, driven for years on the 
hard roads about London nnshed, and the 
hoofs of which are firm, hard and excep­ 
tionally good. The hoof in this case was 
never cut away, neither was the pad which 
resists shock, even touched by the pruning 
knife. 
Shod, the horse stumbled and 
“ brushed ” badly ; unshod, he docs neither. 
He cites the case of horses worked bare­ 
footed on rough roads in Africa, doing 24 
miles in two hours : of horses driven 40 
miles per day, day after day, in New 
Mexico, without shoes. In Brazil the pack 
horses are not shod, and yet do 20 to 50 
miles a day. Mr, Astley olaims that in 
this matter of shoeing horses we are sim­ 
ply adhering to an old custom for custom’s 
sake. As to the race horse, every ounce of 
weight tells against him, and there shonld 
bo efforts made to bring racing stock up to 
barefoot work. He quotes a racing au­ 
thority tc show that “ an ounce at the heel 
tells more than a pound on the back.” A 
Loudon doctor testifies to his horse going 
13,000 miles in five years over not too good 
roads, drawing a heavy brougham often, 
and yet the hoofs showed no sigu of undue 
wear. It is an old saying that “ one horse 
can wear out four sets of legs. 1 and the 
conclusion is drawn that it is the shoe not 


the road that hurts the horse. Much test:* 
raony is cited in support of this theory. It 
would seem that there must come a time 
when we shall cease to lacerate the springy 
hoof of man’s best friend as we now do ; 
and the time is already arrived when in 
shooing we shonld abandon the practice of 
paring away and destroying the Datural 
growth of the cushion nature provides for 
the horse’s hoof to break the blow of his 
foot, and at the same time cease to sear 
and scorch the hoof with hot irons. 
There is no defensible reason for 
either practice, although the shoer 
will insist upon the necessity of both 
paring and burning. As Mr. Ransom, 
quoted by Mr. Astley, Bays, the shoeing of 
horses has become with us very much a 
matter of routine. In every other respect 
we have made marvelous advances in the 
production of the very best horses ; as to 
the feet of the animals, however, we still 
move in the old groove. The {La lor 
barefooted horses may be answered by the 
fact that in its natural state the hoof is 
adapted only for grassy surfaces, or yield­ 
ing soil, aud not for artificial pavements, 
and that it therefore becomes an actual 
necessity to protect it, by shoeing, from 
the unnatural wear and tear to which it ia 
subjected. But the same reasons cannot 
apply exensatively for cutting and paring, 
as Kendall puts it, “ with au idea of im­ 
proving the hoof, when the one object 
should be to let nature have her course as 
much as possible, or, in other words, to 
imitate the natural condition of the foot, 
and only pare away such parts as have be­ 
come useless.” He adds that the frog 
should always came down to the ground to 
receive the blow and break the concussion 
of the step, and, as a veterinary surgeon, 
he enterB his protest againBt cutting down 
this pad. He declares it should nut be 
touched when healthy, except to cieacse 
it. Likewise he objects to shoes smaller 
than the feet, and the consequent trim­ 
ming of the outside to make a fit. He 
would have only such part cut away as is 
prepared by Dature to be cast off. The 
chief rules to be drawn from the best au­ 
thorities, and upon which the insistence of 
the owner should ba made to control the 
shoer, are : FTt the shoe to the foot always, 
and not the foot to the shoe ; never apply 
the hot iron ; never pare the frog beyond 
clipping the dead shreds ; bring the foot 
as closely to the earth as is possible. 


A HURRAH CAMPAIGN. 
George William Curtis concludes that on 
the part cf the Democracy the coming con­ 
test is to be a hurrah campaign. Why, 
how can it ba anything else when the party 
is an issueless one ? Let us took at it. It 
has ao definite policy as to the tariff, but 
suffers from a divergence of views that 
threatens to disrupt it. It coquettes with 
the whisky ring, but fears to pronounce for 
it. It claims paternity for the civil service 
reform measures, but permits I’ayne of 
Ohio to denounce them, and five Demo­ 
cratic Congressmen to introduce bills for 
their repeal. It has no policy concerning 
the currency or shipping interests. It re­ 
ceives the proposition to inquire into the 
Southern outrages upon the rights of vot­ 
ers with sullen silence, fearing alike either 
to engage in or to stop the inquiry. It 
cannot appeal to its traditions, for it has 
none that will bear recall. It cannot point 
to any great social or political reform in 
which it has led, except the lofty efforts to 
perpetuate human slavery and disrupt the 
Federal Union. It cannot deny that it 
welcomes to and holds within its embrace 
all manner of men whose instincts are an­ 
tagonistic to all governmental restraint, and 
who are the trouble breeders of the world, 
or, as Norcross puts it, “ the very ele­ 
ments and forces which have led the way 
to the overthrow of ail free governments 
which have heretofore existed.” It has 
one purpose and aim only—spoils ; or, as 
Mr, Coal Oil I’ayne puts it, with a blunt­ 
ness that is at least commendable, the only 
salvation for the Government is to “ put all 
your fellows out and all our fellows in.” 


THAT QUESTION OF DECEPTION. 
In this issne we publish a communica­ 
tion from George F’rederic I’arsouB in reply 
to certain criticisms upon his report of, or 
testimony concerning, certain spiritual 
phenomena. It gives us pleasure to accord 
Mr. Parsons a hearing. He may be mis­ 
taken. We moet firmly believe he is. But 
all religious belief belongs to the realm of 
unascertained knowledge. If faith is en­ 
titled to respect it is Bimply because it is 
faith.

SPIRIT MATERIALIZATION. 
Eds. Beoord Uxion : I think I may 
claim a sort of prescriptive right to fair 
play at the hands of the RecORD-Union, 
and for that reason I ask now for a hearing 
which has been denied me by one of your 
contemporaries. 
When the Chronicle's 
alleged exposare of Mrs. Reynolds reached 
me I at once saw that all that part of it 
which concerned me ; that is to say, the 
part which purported to explain how I had 
been deceived, was a tissue of the most im­ 
pudent and deliberate falsehoods. Being 
particularly desirous that the refutation of 
these falsehoods should be published where 
they had been circulated, I wrote to the 
San Francisco Call, giving specific and de­ 
tailed proofs of the mendacity of the state­ 
ments upon which had been built up the 
theory of my delusion and Mrs. Reynolds’ 
imposture. But the Call had, unfortunately 
for its own sense of propriety, already com­ 
mitted itself by appending á most unwar. 
rantable and wholly false aseertion (to the 
effect that it possessed evidence never in 
existence) to another letter of mine. And 
so on this occasion it coolly suppressed 
every line of my explanation, and untruth­ 
fully stated that there was nothing new in 
that which it had in this dishonest way 
cut out. 
That was another untruth. 
Every line the Call suppressed contained 
new m atter; for it was a demonstration of 
the motive, mendacity aud general cow­ 
ardly calumny which inspired and charac­ 
terized the Chronicle’s attack upon Mrs. 
Reynolds. 
Having, however, been denied justice in 
San Francisco, I come to the R ecord- 
U nion, where indeed I should have ap­ 
plied first, had I not been anxious to meet 
this libel on its own ground. I have no in­ 
tention of attempting through your col­ 
umns to argue the cause of Spiritualism, of 
which, it is perhaps worth while to say, I 
mysilf con advocate no further than the 
phenomena. But I esteem it my duty as 
an honest man to protest against the un­ 
founded, reckless, flimsy and altogether 
unproved charges upon the strength of 
which so many California journals have 
jumped to the most unjust and unjustifi­ 
able conclusions as to the mediumship of 
Mrs. Reynolds. 
In the first place, I will call the atten­ 
tion of your readers to the fact—which 
seems to have escaped your notice—that 
Mrs. Reynolds has new, and has had for 
several weeks, an advertisement standing 
in the San Francieco papers in these words : 
“ Mrs. Reynolds offers the sum of five 
hundred dollars 
to any girl, or 
woman, or person, that mill come forward 
and swear and prove that they ever personated 
Mr. / ’arsons’ daughter for hi r." 
In the second place, I desire to call at­ 
tention to the fact that the action com­ 
menced against Mrs. Reynolds by one 
Nielitz, who pretended to have evidence of 
fraud against her, was dismissed by the 
Court, for no other reasouthan because the 
prosecution could not be brought to come 
to time, though the defense was ready to 
go to trial from the first. These two facts 
have a very emphatic bearing upon the 
case, as you cannot fail to see. For if, as 
alleged, Mrs. Reynolds is so wi ll known to 
be an impostor, and if, as alleged, there 
are so many tangible witnesses to her im­ 
posture, Nielitz ought to have found no 
difficulty in proving her guilty, and her 
advertisement would have only brought 
down fresh exposure upon her. 
But where, now, are these witnesses who 
were so swift to declare that they had per­ 
sonated my daughter 7 Why do they not 
come forward and earn five hundred dol­ 
lars more easily than they ever did 7 Tdc 
reason they do not come forward is that 
every statement to the eff ct that any hu­ 
man being personated my daughter at 
Mrs. Reynolds’ seances was a base, cruel, 
malignant lie. I am reluctant to go over 
again the gross misstatements of the Chron­ 
icle narrative, but I will put my finger on 
one particularly circumstantial yet wholly 
false statement. According to that narra­ 
tive a man named Smith said he attended 
a seance where my daughter materialized, 
and after we (my wife and myself) had 
spoken to her, she called him up, and when 
he kissed her he found he was kissing his 
own wife, Nellie Smith. 
Now I declare 
that whole story to be f.lse. No such oc­ 
currence ever took place. No one, spirit 
or human, purporting to be my daughter, 
ever at any seance called np, much less 
kissed, an entire stranger. It is an impu­ 
dent fabrication from beginning to end. 
Yet it is upon that impudent fabrication 
that the belief in the imposture, so far as 
I am concerned, must mainly rest. But 
every other statement made iu connection 
with my experience at the seances of Mrs. 
Reynolds was almost equally untrue, to 
my personal knowledge. Facts which had 
no existence have been alleged. People 
who never said what wa9 put in their 
mouths have been invoked as witnesses. 
And I am informed that when several of 
these abused and misrepresented bogus 
witnesses attempted to vindicate them­ 
selves, and asked the Chronicle to publish 
contradictions, it refused to do so. 
In short, there has been a concerted, de­ 
liberate attempt to crush a woman, and for 
the purposes of this infamy the most mon­ 
strous falsehoods, the most worthless pre­ 
tenses of testimony, have been paraded in 
justification, I am careful not to speak of 
that which goes beyond my own experience 
or knowledge. I cannot undertake to de­ 
fend Mrs. Reynolds apart from that part 
of her mediumship which I have personally 
observed. But as regards that part, as re­ 
gards all the phenomena exhibited at her 
seances during the months in which I was 
a pretty frequent attendant, I am as cer­ 
tain as it is possible to be that she prac­ 
ticed no deception, and I am tqually sure 
that my daughter was not personated at 
her seances by any human being. 
Apart from this question of personal 
expression, I must say that it has some­ 
what surprised me to observe the sense of 
encountering a novelty which has been 
apparent in nearly all the discussions of 
materialization. For there is really noth­ 
ing new in that phenomenon, however sur­ 
prising it may be, and doubtless is. Ten 
years ago Professor Crooke subjected a 
materialized spirit to the most severe and 
complete scientific tests. He so arranged 
a cable-testing apparatus and a galvanized 
bittery that the very slightest movement 
of the medium would be iustantly regis­ 
tered. Under these conditions the sepa­ 
rate existence of the materialized spirit 
was fully demonstrated, aud its photograph 
was taken by the magnosiutn light. Since 
then materialization 
has been effected 
many thousands of times, and under the 
most satisfactory and convincing testa of 
all kinds. The idea that “ personation” 
could explain it, indeed, could only occur to 
such as were ignorant of the manifestations. 
For materialization frequently occurs out­ 
side the cabinet, and dematerializations 
the same way, and I have repeatedly seen 
my daughter, at Mrs. Reynolds’ seances, 
appear and disappear in this way. But 
the evidences of identity are not to be 
passed over. Does any sane or sensible 
psrson think that I could mistake the voice, 
the features, the figure, the hands, the 
hair, and also the substance of confidential 
test communications repeatedly given 7 It 
is not understood how abundant were my 
opportunities of observation, nor under 
what various, forms aud phases I saw the 
phenomena. And I know that I was not 
deceived nor deluded in any respect, and 
I am prepared to declare my firm belief, 
in the most emphatic way possible, that 
Mrs. Reynolds is a most powerful and 
genuine medium for materialization, and 
that my daughter has appeared through her 
repeatedly, and that on none of these occa­ 
sions was there any personation or fraud, 
and that snch pertonation as has been 
oharged was absolutely impossible from 
the nature of the arrangements, and par­ 
ticularly from the situation and character 
of the cabinet and its relation to the circle. 
I think it is evident now that the Chron­ 
icle article about Mrs. Reynolds was 
meant to help on the prosecution in the 
Police Court by getting before the public 
damaging statements which conld cot be 
introduced there, but might be made 
to prejudice the case. 
To this end 
• 11 sorts of loose gcssip, picked up from 
jealous professional rivals in some in­ 
stances, and in others distorted or fabri­ 
cated out of whole cloth, was made use of, 
and, not at all to the credit of their intelli­ 
gence or sense of justice, promptly ac­ 
cepted by a great many papers vhich 
nevertheless pretend to know what evi­ 
dence is. 
Here, most assuredly, there 
was nothing fit to be called evidence. 
There was nothing but the loorc-t of looBe 
assertions, without ere Itntiala of any 
kind—unless, indeed, it is to be assumed 


that the reputation of the Chronicle gives 
prima facie credibility to all that appears in 
it. 
If that is the case, bowever. 
it has changed a good deal since I 
knew it, for then the reverse was 
the fact. 
The attack, thus dishon­ 
estly made, has conspicuously failed. The 
intended victim has not been crushed. On 
the contrary, the moment her enemies were 
forced into tangible positions, they hur­ 
riedly disappeared. 
They were bold 
enough for anonymous calumny, but they 
dared not face the penalties of perjury. 
And to-day, though ao many of your con­ 
temporaries stand committed to the theory 
that I was deceived, they are compelled to 
see every morning the unanswered chal­ 
lenge which offers, and in good faith, to 
pay five hundred dollars for proof of this 
alleged fraud, which, according to these 
papers, has already been established. If 
that is so, how is it that nobody manilests 
the least desire to earn this money 7 Are 
riches so generally diffused in California 
that five hundred dollars is no longer an 
object 7 Among all the people who know 
that eomebody personated my daughter, 
will nobody undertake to prove it for this 
handsome inducement? 
I submit that in the face of these consid­ 
erations it becomes the duty of honest and 
conscientious journalists to acknowledge 
that they were mistaken in this matter ; 
that they adopted conclusions too hastily ; 
that they found a verdict before the case 
was submitted. As to those who reject all 
evidence indicating impersonal poenom- 
ena on a priori grounds, I have nothing to 
say to them beyond the remark that one 
fact is worth a cart-load of theories, and 
that I have the facts on my side. Those, 
however, who are modest enough to think 
that there may be still something in nature 
for them to learn, I recommend to observe 
the phenomena for themselves, patiently 
acd carefully. And I may conclude by 
stating th at there is no record of any intelli­ 
gent person having undertaken to investi­ 
gate Spiritualism thoroughly and without 
prejudice, who did not come to the conclu­ 
sion th3t the phenomena were genuine.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
Sundaj another lot of merino sheep from 
Vermont will ba Bhipped from this port to 
Australia. About 300 sheep have already- 
been lauded. 
In the District Court Thursday Judge 
Hoffman allowed eight Cnincse traders to 
land on writs of habeas corpus, and took 
one case under advisement. 
The report of the Board of Underwriters 
shows that the total loss by the fire which 
had its origin ia the Enterprise Mill, cor­ 
ner of Spear and Mission streets, on the 
night of the 5th instant, was §44,327 02. 
Electric lights, on poles about twenty- 
five feet high, were lighted in the district 
houcded by Powell, Leavenworth, Ellis 
and Pine streets, Thursday night. The 
large size of the lights and the hight at 
which they were placed made the section 
of the c.ty where they were placed very 
light. 
A contract was signed in this city’ Thurs­ 
day between the Central Pacific, Union 
Pacific and the Cnicago and Northwestern 
Railway Companies and the Pullman Pal­ 
ace Car Company, by which, on and after 
the 1st of April next, through sleeping and 
parlor cars will be run without change 
between this city and Chicago over those 
roads. 
Superior Judge Maguire has vacated the 
order transferring the case of Richards & 
Harrison vs. The Centre! Pacific Railroad 
Company to the United States Circuit 
Couit. The action is to recover §00,000 
damages for alleged discrimination made 
against plaintiffs by the defendant in the 
transportation of goods from Eastern cities 
to San Francisco. 
Tfce regular monthly meeting of the Pa­ 
cific Coast Coursing Club was held at the 
rooms of the Pacific Life Thursday even­ 
ing, President J. C. Pennie in the chair. 
Full arrangements for the spring open 
meeting were completed, and it was de­ 
cided to have a special meeting for the 
purpose of entering dogs, drawing places, 
electing judges, slippers, etc. 
Colonel J. D. Stevenson, United States 
Shipping Commissioner, in his report, 
states that 5,047 sailors were shipped at 
this port during IS,S3, and 3,040 re-shipped. 
The number of men not requiring an ad­ 
vance was 5,900, and the advances paid 
aggregated §144,053. The whole number 
of men paid off before the Commissioner 
was S.843, aud the amount was §582,­ 
072 09. 
Although the movement in city real 
estate at the moment can hardly be char­ 
acterized as of a very lively character, still 
there is trading enough to indicate a good 
general feeling, while the tone of the mar­ 
ket is far from beiDg weak. Holders are 
not heavily handicapped with mortgages, 
and there is an entire absence of any dis­ 
position to force transactions. Tiie situa­ 
tion is consequently considered both 
healthy and strong by the bulk of operat­ 
ors. 
Toe Grand Jury Friday morning sub­ 
mitted its final report to Judge Toohy. It 
found fifty-four indictments and examined 
nine cases in which there was insufficient 
evidence to sustain indictments. 
The 
Dashaway Hall steal is denounced, but no 
indictment has been found, A review of 
various public departments occupies the 
greater pait of the report. The school 
and street departments are very severely 
censured, and other departments receive 
praise or censure as they appear to merit. 


MINING NOTES, 
The Australia and Last Prize, at Pinal, 
A. T., have struck rich veins of ore, and 
the camp is happy. 
The French Ravine Company, at Rich 
Bar, Plumas county, has struck into a 
four-foot vein of decomposed ore, with free 
gold visible. 
The new Arizona mining camp, Quijotoa, 
ia becoming civilized. It now has a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, a lawyer, an assayer and 
two Deputy Sheriffs. 
Two arastras have been running on the 
Cranberry and Rutherford mines, in Mari­ 
posa county, since the first of last month, 
and the result is very satisfactory. 
Mining in Shasta county is beginning to 
look up again. The mines are promising, 
and the coming season will find transporta­ 
tion increased by many miles of finished 
railroad. 
An extraordinary development of copper, 
tilver and lead has been made at a new 
camp seventy-five miles east of Calico and 
twelve miles from Bagdad station on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 
The quartz miners at Y'reka are busy 
running tunnels to most of the mineB, al­ 
though a few are troubled by too much 
sipage water, and also lack frte waLr to 
run the mills in consequence of the cold 
weather. 
The Lamphier mine, supposed to be the 
other end of the famous Confidence mine 
in the Sugar Pine Mining District, Tuol­ 
umne county, is showing a splendid vein 
carrying galena, sulphuiets and coarse gold 
thickly intermixed. 
Latest reports from the coal mine re­ 
cently discovered at the head of the Grape­ 
vine, in Colusa county, are very encour­ 
aging. From about one inch of coal in the 
beginning, it has widened into a six-inch 
vein, with sixteen inches of mixed coal and 
sandstone. 
The steady development of our mines is 
a thing that is fixed. We are no longer a 
people looking for brokers to find us pur­ 
chasers for mines. We have turned to in 
good earnest to develop our own mines, 
and the late disclosures show the wis­ 
dom and safety of so doing.—[Pinal (A T.) 
Drill. 
The San Bernardino Times says the 
freight charges on ore from Calico to Pu­ 
eblo, Col., is §25 per ton against §6 52 to 
San Francisco, yet the miners get better 
returns from the former after paying the 
additional freight. Wuy this is so should 
be investigated, and a remedy applied that 
will keep the business of ore reduction 
within the borders of California.

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The Red Bluff Democrat of the 13th 
inst. gives the following information con­ 
cerning the projected irrigating canal, to 
run on the west side of the Sacramento 
valley: 
M»jor M. C. Gardner, projector, and H. 
H. B-oee, civil tr Jnter. of the proposed 
Irrigating canal to be made from a point on 
the Sacramento r.ver near Redding to Sui- 
sun, wore in town, and fr.im them we learn 
that for the last two weeks they have been 
on the route taking levels and making au 
exploration survey for the purpose of as­ 
certaining the practicability of this m it I 
important scheme. They report that they 
have extended their surveys and prelimi­ 
narily located the route as far as the top of 
the ridge between Dibble and Blue Tent 
creeks, about two miles north of town aud 
not far from the farm of Antone Kobru- 
mel. From this point the ditch wilt take a 
course entering the Sacramento plains, and 
passing through Tehama, Colusa, Yolo and 
Solano counties to Suisun bay. Mr. Gard­ 
ner aud Mr. Bence both unite in asserting 
that the project is perfectly feasible and 
will not be over expensive, considering the 
vast amount of benefits to be derived by 
the public from the consummation of such 
an irrigation scheme as will be accom­ 
plished by the building of this proposed 
canal. The importance of such a scheme 
of irrigation cannot lie over-eriimatcd. 
This canal in Shasta county alone, from its 
head near Redding to Cottonwood creek, a 
distance of 21 miles, will include within its 
itrigating limits not less than 60 square 
miles (38,000 acres) of land lying between 
the route of the canal and the river, and 
most of this is mesa land, that will not 
produce large crops without irrigation. 
Messrs. Gardner and Bence thinks this 
{ortion of the canal—from 
Reading 
to Cottonwood—will not cost to exceed 
§150,000. The projector iu'ends the caiml 
to be of a capacity sufficient to carry 150,­ 
000 inches of water. If this scheme can 
be carried out in full it will add millions of 
agricultural wealth to the counties through 
which it passes, and cannot fail to pay a 
large interest on the capital necessary to its 
completion, and moreover it will not be a 
benefit of a day or a year, but will last as 
long as grass grows and water runs. The 
necessity of irrigation for the successful 
raising of crops and feed for stock on this 
coast is getting to be well understood by 
the people in the State, and the communi­ 
ties of farmers must sooner or later resort 
to irrigation if they expect to realize much 
from agricultural 
pursuits. 
Another 
scheme, which is expected to be accom­ 
plished by this praposed canal, is the float­ 
ing and storage of saw-logs. A company 
anticipate building a sawmill near Redding, 
and on the line of the canal, and float their 
logs down the river from the timber fortstB 
above to the head of the canal, thence 
down the canal to a point where a large 
pond will be opened out for the holding of 
millions of feet of logs for the sawmill. 
From this mill lumber, fence-posts and 
wood may be floated in tho caual to points 
along its course not contiguous to the rail­ 
road, and at points in many instances right 
at the doors, as it were, of the farmers, 
where wanted for fencing and other uses 
[Such a canal, engineers state, would in 
size be—dependent upon velocity of flow— 
from -SO to 120 feet in width, and from eight 
to ten feet in depth, to carry 150,000 inches 
of water.—Eds ] 
T h e C o lu sa C a n a l.— Speaking of the 
Colusa Canal, the Solano Republican says 
the canal is to be 00 feet wide and seven 
feet deep, with a capacity of enlargement 
to carry 150,000 inches of water. It adds 
that the water is to be taken oat a half mile 
below Redding, and the ditch is to dis­ 
charge into Suisun slough near Suisun 
City. It is intended also to lay a pipe in 
the bottom of the ditch, to supply towns 
and cities with drinking water. The ditch 
is also to be made capable of floating down 
saw timber. The fall will ba two feet to 
the mile. 
LIQUOR QUESTION IN NEW Y0BK. 
In a striking article on the liquor traffic, 
theCatholic World says : “ This great ques­ 
tion in New York State is fast approaching 
to a crisis. Late events have done much 
to reveal the animus and tyranny of the 
liquor trade. It is munificent in its bribes, 
unbounded in its exactions, and in its 
dominations as merciless as Fate. It holds 
its whip over legislators, magistrates, com­ 
missioners of excise, and policemen. We 
saw iu the late New York election how 
long it remembered and pureu d with its 
vengeance a candidate for Secretary ¡o: 
State, who, when in the Legislature, had 
failed to vote ia its in’erest. It marks 
tradesmen with a ban acd forbids to trade 
with them. It has a common purse, which 
can be drawn upon at short notice, and 
used secretly where money is stronger than 
argument. Such being the case, it is easy 
to understand how readily this trade can 
undo in a single season what the people, 
rising in their might, had decreed aud 
meant to establish forever. Their work 
of undoing is effected so silently and 
so 
quickly 
that the attention of 
the public is gained only in time to 
lock upon the ruins of a day. 
In 
this way the New York excise legislation 
of 1857, a most admirable code as first 
framed, has been reduced to a thing of 
shreds and patches to please the liquor- 
dealers, who now point to it in der;-:ion 
to show the folly of making laws to re­ 
strain them. Is it wonderful that so many 
call for a constitutional provision? We 
cannot believe that a w ide-Bpreail intemper­ 
ance is inseparable from the sale of alco­ 
holic drinks. The evil arises from circum­ 
stances which have perverted an innocent 
trade into fearful occasion of sin. Personal, 
private effort, appeals from the pulpit, and 
the example of societies can do something 
to save individuals ; but on this vast and 
Ideated trade, as it exists in our day. these 
influences fall like a dust of conf tti thrown 
from the windows on a riotous carnival 
below. 
It calls for the giant power 
of the State. 
And the State is 
bound to pntcct us. Weighed side by 
side with this intolerable evil, the com­ 
mercial interests of fiquor-makers and 
liquor-venders swing like a feather in the 
scale. And since in this country the law­ 
making power is vesLed in the people, with 
the consequent responsibility, let every 
citizen take his conscience in his hand 
when he goes to the polls. Let him ask 
himself if thiB cause does not lift itstlf 
high above every question of party poli­ 
tics. Let him see that he helps put into 
office no hireling of the trade, nor any one 
that cannot be coanted on to sustain whole­ 
some laws restraining it.” 


IMMORAL LITERATURE. 
A people’s standard of intelligence and 
morality is invariably regulated by the 
standard of their literature. If of a low, 
trifling, immoral type, such will be the 
character of the people among whom it 
c rculates. All history, experience, and 
observation demonstrates this fact. It íb 
to be found in the rise and fall of men and 
parties, nat ons and dynasties. Deprive a 
people of their literature and they degen­ 
erate into barbarism. Limit them to im­ 
moral literature, and defcauol ery aLd crime 
are sure to overtake them sooner cr later, 
It costs no more to feed a people on sound 
philosophy draped in proper language, than 
it does to surfeit them with cheap romance 
adorned in rags and polluted in tilth. But 
another objector replies that the public 
taste requires such literature, and the 
papers would not sell without it. 
If 
this is true, it simply proves that the 
public taste is perverted and public re­ 
form is seriously demanded. The pernici­ 
ous influence of this standard of literature 
may not be so readily detected in the 
adult population as among the youth. 
In the one case character is formed and 
habits are fixed, while in the other char, 
acter is in process oi formation and habits 
may be changed or improved. If the fam­ 
ily table or library is loaded with indecent 
literature and sensational trash, the 
youth of the country are not to be 
blamed if they grow up to be desperadoes 
and land in the Penitentiary or on the 
gallows. Censure belongs not to the wrong­ 
doers, but to the parents or guardians who 
placed snch temptations in their way. 
There íb a prevailing tendency to ignore 
the wholesome restraints which character­ 
ized the culture of children at an earlier 
period in onr history, and the increase of 
crime ia our land is largely attributable to 
this neglect in the education of children. 
No feature of domestic discipline should be 
more scrupulously guarded than that whioh 
limits the selection of family literature to 
such papers and books as produce a sound, 
healthy, moral, social and political influ­ 
ence on the youth,—[Iowa Review,

William 11. Muir, E. 1’. Figg, Fred Mier, 
John M. Avery, A. P. Catlin, Kiehard A. 
Fiak and Christopher Green constitute the 
Board of Directors. The articles of incorpc- 
ration have been tiled in the County Clerk’s 
ottice and with the Secretary of State. In 
this connection the following from a Bay 
paper of yesterday may be cf interest: “ In 
the district bounded by Ellis, Pine, Poweli 
and Leavenworth streets, electric lights have 
been erected on alternate corners. Last 
night for the first time a current of fiui.l light 
was transmitted nvt r the completed circuit. 
The effect was wonderful. These who were 
compelled to be out ppoka in the most com­ 
plimentary terms of the enterprise of their 
unknown benefactors. The streets in the dis­ 
trict were brighter than they could be on the 
clearest moonlight night. On the streets run­ 
ning north and south the movements of a 
man several blocks distant conld be distin­ 
guished almost as readily as if he were 
within speaking. The sickly light of the gas 
lamps failed to penetrate tie darkness of last 
evening for more til an a quarter of a block. 
The policemen all seemed to be better pleased 
than anybody else. Several of them said: 
* Why, we can stand on our beats now and 
look all over it. There will be less burglary 
after this, and robbery will be unheard of.’ 
Many of the residents of the district visited 
centers of information in their vicinity to 
learn something of the innovation. All re­ 
garded the experiment, if such it is, as a great 
success, and hopes for the continuance of the 
system of lighting were universal and evi­ 
dently sincere.”

Sergeant Barwick reports: The little 
snow and a great deal of rain that fell dur­ 
ing the present storm was with a north wind. 
There appears, judging from the Bignal service 
report, to have been two areas of low barom­ 
eter approaching this coast from the ocean| 
one to the north of this State, and the other 
in the southern or middle part. This State 
seems to have come under the influence of 
the southern storm, and I think under the in­ 
fluence of the rear portion of the left-hand 
quarter of if. The heaviest precipitation ap­ 
pears to have been at and near Los Angeles, 
The amount of moisture for this storm to 
i o’clock last night was 1 32 inches; *2.05 
inches for the month ; G.0S inches for the 
year, and exactly 9 inches for the season. 
The average precipitation for the entire 
month of February for 35 years was 2 S9 
inches, and we have just about half the pres­ 
ent month gone and are only behind a thirty- 
four-years average of the entire month .24 of 
an inch. The rainfall for each season as far 
back as 1877-8 gives the following results up 
to an equal date with the present season : 
Season of 1877 8, 16.43 inches; 1878 9, S.44 
inches; 1879 80, 8 08 inches; 18S01, 21.20 
inches ; 1881-2, 8 70 inches; 1SS2-3, 10.8’J 
inches; 1883 4, present season, 9 inches. 
The average precipitation for the past 7 years 
is 11.82 inches. The present season is 2 8*2 
inches behind the average amount of moisture 
for the past 7 years. 
The t<*:al rainfall for this storm for each 
Signal Service station in California is : For 
Red Bluff, ,2G uf Bn inch ; Sacramento, 1.32 
inches ; San Francisco, 1.82 inches ; Los An­ 
geles, 2 07 inches. The temperature, wind 
and weather at 12 51 yesterday, was: For 
Tatoosh Island, 35°, south and fair : Olympia, 
38°, north and clear ; Portland, "28 , east and 
cloudy ; 1 ort Canby, 37 , southwest and fair;

General f otes of Interest for Agriculturists 
and Fruit-Growers 
Felix Gillet, of Nevada City, has issued 
a *' Sericulture Chart or Synoptic Table, 
on the Mulberry Tr6e, its Culture and 
Varieties ; and the Silk-Worm, its Rear­ 
ing and Production.” 
There is probably 
now no question in the minds of those who 
have given the subject any thoughtful at­ 
tention that sericulture will be, at a not 
far distant day, a successful and estab­ 
lished industry in California. 
Few, per­ 
haps, 
have had better opportunities of 
forming a correct estimate upon this mat­ 
ter, or can give 
clearer 
views 
from 
an 
experienced 
standpoint, 
than 
Mr. 
Gillet. 
The 
chart 
mentioned 
is 
in­ 
tended to give in 
a clear and concise 
manner full information for entering upon 
and conducting silk culture, but at the 
same time the beginner is advised not to 
delude himself about the profits to ba de­ 
rived from the silk business, hut to go 
slowly, feel his way at first, and with the 
■st information before him that can be 
procured. 
He advises the raising of silk­ 
worms for the cocoons, small as the profit 
may be, and not for the eggs, as the latter 
will prove a failure, and such efforts a dis­ 
couragement to the sericultural industry. 
The contents of the chart include the se­ 
lection of the beat varieties of mulberry 
trees ; the soil required, and method of 
planting, propagation and cultivation ; in- 
lormation in regard to hatching eilk-worm 
eg g s; care and feeding of the worms ; 
gathering and disposition of the cocoons, 
etc. 
To those interested in the subject 
the chart will be found highly acceptable 
for examination and reference. 
Many leading dairymen regard barley 
grains their most profitable feed. 
Tney 
produce a fair quantity of milk of fairly 
good quality, and are so fattening that 
after using a few mouths meat of the cows 
are ready to turn off to the butcher. 
It is 
a general fact, however, that fat-producing 
feed is not at the same time the lest milk 
producing, and bence if the co vs are more 
valuable for milk and as permanent stand 
in the dairy than for beef, the conclusion 
may not be in all respects a wise one. 
As 
barley, however, is not an expensive grain 
in this State, a mixture of barley feed with 
bran or other well-known milk-producing 
«ub-tances, would at the same time effect 
excellent condition of the herd, and large 
returns in dairy product. 
There is no 
question but that the dairyman who gives 
greater care in feed than is usually exer­ 
cised, will find the remuneration in the 
quality of his herd and the income from 
dairy far beyond any comparison of the 
extra cost required to produce the result. 
In this connection it should be added, with 
emphasis, that it is not the knowledge of a 
successful method that gives returns, but 
its adoption and practice. 
Toe third annual Ensilage Congress met 
in New York city on January 23i, about 
seventy-live persons being in attendance, 
l'rofessor Manly Miles, of the Massachu­ 
setts Agricultural College, read an inter­ 
esting article upon preventing acidity in 
ensilage, 
He claimed that it was caaBed 
by bacteria, and that could this acidity be 
remedied, ensilage might be greatly im­ 
proved in value as a food. 
He thought 
that a heat of from 115 to 122 degrees 
would destroy the bacteria germs. 
Sevtra! 
persons present testified that ensilage was 
fatal to horses, and one gentleman from 
Connecticut stated that out of teu horses 
fed cn ensilage for a week, eight died dur 
ing that period. 
He thought death was 
caused by stomach worms, which were 
driven to the throat by the acid aud caused 
straDgulatiou. 
There were cases of horses 
killed by ensilage in New York about three 
years ago, bat co conclusion was ever 
reached as to the method of their taking 
off. 
Since then ensilage has been uced by 
a number, aud no fatal results have been 
reported. 
As is well known, much trouble has been 
experienced by growers of apricoti tlnoagh 
the fact that after the tree has matured 
aud as soon as weighted down by a full 
load of frnit, the trunks of the trees will 
frequently split 
down to the ground, 
and the trte, together with the time, 
labor and fruit, 
are a total loss. 
An 
oro'nardist of tnis city, who found several 
of his best trees thus dying out, hit upon 
a lucky expedient which will probably 
prevent #11 further loss of this kind to 
both himself and neighbors 
As an ex­ 
periment he took one of the trees up, and 
b udicg it up temporarily, ran a bait 
through the two parts aud brought them 
up tight together. 
The tree immediately 
pat forth new life, and not only grew into 
one again but has grown over the bolt en­ 
tirely, so that the iron that keeps it firm 
and prevents it from falling under the 
weight of the harvest yield is completely 
hidden from sight.—{Santa F-libara Inde­ 
pendent. 
The Fanners' Ilav.tie. published at l’ort- 
land, Or., says : A farmer in Marion coun­ 
ty sowed to wh it a field in which was a 
low piece of ground, on which water re­ 
mained later than elsewhere. 
The wheat, 
or that which was suppjsed to be wheat, 
came np on the low land about as thick 
aud nearly #s qu ck as in other parti of 
t e 
field, 
but did 
not make 
a 
vig­ 
orous growth, and when the heads came 
ou', ail except an occasional one, proved to 
he cheat. 
Another gentleman ; Us us that 
while walking through his field he chanc-d 
to pluck a head of oats, which he rubbed 
out in his hand, and upon examination 
found that but a portion of the grain was 
oats, and th it the remainder was cheat. 
An exchango says : 
“ Few farmers ap­ 
preciate the importance of annually clear­ 
ing out the mud from the bottoms of small 
ponds and ditches. 
This mud is very rich 
in available nitrogen. 
Water is the great 
absorbent of ammonia, and in still waters 
this settles in the mud at their bottom. 
This sediment also holds much of the more 
salable mineral manures from the adjacent 
lends that havo been washed into low 
plices.” 
But, thus far, no eueh degree of 
attention as here indicated has been paid 
to fertilization in this .State, but the time 
is not far distant when, with smaller hi li- 
inr-. more prudent and hence more profit­ 
a l t farming will even here be observed. 
Messrs. Haggin & Carr, our near Kern 
county neighbors, in addition to building 
an immense canal to irrigate their lands, 
that are rented, and sending for negro 
laborers from the South and Swiss from 
the r native country, to rupplant the Chi­ 


nese, are now reclaiming over 11,000 acres 
of swamp land to cultivate, which has 
formerly been useless. 
This will ba re­ 
claimed without the labor of the heathen, 
and will make a principality where white 
men, negroes and Europeans will do the 
work.—{Los Angeles Express. 
The New Yoik Times, speaking of fruit- 
raising in that State, says : “ From recent 
experience the pear seems to take the place 
of the apple as the fruit most easily grown. 
It has been the past three years a more 
certain bearer t han the apple, is less af­ 
fected by insects, and has no disease except­ 
ing blight, which may be kept in check 
by prompt cutting away of affected parts.’ 
Every farmer should be familiar enough 
with carpenters’ and masons’ tools to do 
the necessary fixing up which each season 
requires. 
A kit of tools for this purpose, 
if the farmer knows how to use them, will 
be the best investment be can make, and 
there is always plenty of spare time for 
such work, even in California, where all 
months of the year are working months. 


G, Weeks has introduced upon his farm 
a new variety of beans, which he calls the 
“ Multiplier. ” 
He planted last spring one- 
fourth of an acre in this lagume, and har­ 
vested—threshed- 1>[ bushels, for which 
he found a ready market at five cents per 
pound. 
The bean is very fine in quality, 
and should receive proper attention from 
farmers. 
New sources of revenue are dis­ 
covered by experimenting.—[Farmer’s Ga­ 
zette. 


New Hampshire raises wheat enough to 
last its population only about twenty days, 
and buys about 550,000 barrels of flour per 
annum, worth nearly $4,000,000. 
To this 
add $1 000,000 more expended for corn, 
and $1,000,000 for fruits and vegetables, 
bought to supply the deficiency of the 
State's production for its own population. 
Maine is making a good deal of money 
out of its orchards, and fruit-tree planting 
for commercial purposes is on the increase 
there. 
This fact should expose the false 
idea so genera-ly entettained that the 
northern part of California is • outside of 
profitable fruit limits. 
The Holstein cow, Echo, owned by Fred. 
C. Stevens, of Attica, N. Y . has recently 
completed a year’s milk record, which makes 
a showing of 1S.120J pounds. 
This is 115 
pounds more than that of the famous cow 
Aggie. Echo is 10 years, and weighs 1,010 
pounds. 
A Michigan farmer who had long been 
troubled by a cat-hole swamp on his land, 
which he could not easiiy drain, relieved 
the excess of moisture by sinking a shaft 
down to a gravel bed, into which the sur­ 
face water soaks away. 
Fif'eon million of horses are owned in 
America, and more than 1,000,000 must 
be bred annually to keep up the supply. 
The daily turnout of one Connecticut 
oleomargarine factory la 20,000 pounds.

Pour clean boiling water through the 
fabric and it will remove tea and coffee 
stains. 
Rice boiled very slowly in milk and 
sweetened, is a very palatable and healthy 
dish for children. 
When peeling onions, says an exchange, 
place a pin tightly between the front teeth. 
This prevents the tears from coming. 
A little borax put in the water in which 
s :arlet napkins and red-bordered towels 
are to be washed will prevent them fading. 
Tomatoes chopped with an equal quan­ 
tity of celery and ini>ed with nice salad 
dressing is an agreeable and easily-prepared 
dish. 
Gold and silver fish live longer if fed 
with nothing but water. 
This they should 
have fresh every day, and the til >be should 
be thoroughly washed frequently. 
Silver or silver-plated knives should be 
wiped with a damp cloth and thoroughly 
dried as soon as the meal over. 
If left 
for a half-hour or so, they ate apt to be 
stained. 
Spice sjaee for a plain hasty pudding is 
made of one cup of sugar dissolved in a 
r cup of water, aDd boiled for a few minutes, 
with rnace, cloves and ginger added to suit 
i your taste. 
Feathers slightly uncurled by the damp 
air may be restored by hel ling over a hot 
stove, then shaking and repeating until 
curled. 
Cara should be taken not to burn 
the feather. 
Lovely covers for the marble Blab on the 
sideboard are tnade of linen momie cloth, 
with fringe and drawn work around the 
edge, and a border in outline stitch in 
bright colors. 
A very palatable dish can be made of 
mashed potatoes and a little finely chopped 
meat of one or mors kinds, mixed together, 
flavored with salt and pepper, and fried in 
small flat cakes. 
A delicious dish for dessert is made of 
six sweet oranges, peeled and sliced, one 
can of pineapple and one grated cocoanut.

Add a little sugar and 
water, and a few drops of almond extract 
to it.

Take a 
quart of prepared (lour, one egg, a cup of 
sweet milk and a spoonful of sugar. 
Mix 
with water into a batter, then fry in a hot 
pan with a little lard or butter. 
l’otatoesare thought by many to be much 
better when steamed than when boiled in 
the water. 
Fut a pot of water on the tire 
and when it is boiling place over it a tin 
with a perforated bottom, holding the pota­ 
toes. 
Fut on this tin a tight cover, aud in 
a half-hour the potatoes will be done, and 
will turn out white aud mealy. 
Lovely little aprons for those who wait 
on the t ible at church sociable fairs are 
made of pink or blue silesia, and are trim­ 
med with white lace ; they are in shape 
plain little gored aprons, with a plaiting 
about five inches wide across the bottom ; 
dainty white ones are made with stripes of 
lace insertion down the side seams, and 
with no plaiting, but a lace edge across the 
j bottom and up the sides. 
We have it on good authority, says 3n 
i exchange, that an excellent stain for giv­ 
ing light-colored wood the appearance of 
black walnut may be made and applied as 
follows : 
Take Brunswick black, 
thin 
down with turpentine until it is abjut the 
| right tone and color, and then add about 
one-twentieth iti bulk of varnish. 
Tnis 
mixture, it is said, will dry hard and take 
varnish well. 
Have the water in jour saucepan boiling 
h o t; sprinkle in the meal very slowly, to 
prevent lumps ; stir constantly ; when you 
have added sufficient meal set the pan on 
the back of the range to simmer slowly ; 
stop stirring in the meal when it is not 
quite as thick as you would like—it swells 
when cooking ; let it simmer for ten or fif­ 
teen minutes ; add a little butter and salt to 
taite ; serve with cream and sugar, and you 
have splendid oatmeal mush.

U se or Caterpillars.—The “ silkworm 
gut” used for fastening fish-hooks to fish­ 
ing lines is taken from the silkworm just 
a» he is ready to open. 
The worm is very 
carefully pulled apart, and the glutenous 
matter from which the worm spins its silk, 
and which is contained in the serecteria, or 
silk glands, is then drawn out in a single 
thread of variable length, from one and a 
half to three feet, and is slowly allowed to 
dry. 
Spon says, regarding the production 
of this material, that “ hitherto silkworms 
only have been employed for this purpose, 
l ut a plan has been set on foot to utilize 
caterpillars which infest food plants. 
It is 
I to 1<3 hoped that it will prove a practical 
. success, as, if the gut can he produced in 
long pieces, and at a moderate price, it will 
I find numerous applications."

This exploit—the highest 
known m ountain-climbing ever attained by 
human beings—is said to have been per­ 
formed on a peak called Kabru, from 
which the explorers could see the vast 
sweep of M ount Everest, the world’s high­ 
est elevation, at a distance of sixty miles, 
in the independent province of Nepaul-—a 
country' into which no European is perm it­ 
ted ta enter. 
O ther m ountains in the cen­ 
tral range were seen from M ount K abru 
th at were almost as high as Gorisanker, or 
M ount Everest, as it is now called. Three 
of the chief peaks are declared to exceed 
30.000 feet, or nearly six miles above the 
sea level. 
I t is a world of stupendous 
mountains. 
Korty majestic peaks were in 
view that rise to elevations of 23,000 to 
30.000 feet. 
This latter elevation is twice 
as great as th at of M ount Blanc. 


T h e L o s t R i v e r s o f I d a h o .— One of the 
most singular features in the scenery of 
the T erritory of Idaho is the occurrence of 
dark, rocky chasms, 
into which 
large 
stream s and creeks suddenly disappear and 
are never more Been. 
Tne fissures are old 
lava channels produced by the outside of 
the molten mass cooling and forming a 
tube, which, on the fiery stream becoming 
exhausted, has been left empty, while the 
roof of the lava duct, having at some point 
fallen in, presents there the opening into 
which the river plunges and is lost. 
A t 
one place along the banks of the Snake, 
one of these rivers reappears, gushing from 
a cleft high up in the basaltic walls, where 
it leaps a cataract into the torrent below. 
W here this stream has its origin, or at 
what point it is swallowed up, is utterly 
unknown, though it is believed th at its 
sources are a íoug way up in the north 
country. 
Besides becoming the channels 
of living streams, these lava conduits are 
frequently found impacted with ice masses 
which never entirely melt. 


Ri ssia.-—The Rev. Dr. John H al', who 
traveled in Russia last summer, has this to 
say : One of the first lessons th at I learned 
in Russia was hum ility. 
I confess to he 
guilty of boasting of the m agnitude of the 
I nited States, but when we think of tho 
extent of Russia wc have to drop our 
boasting and become moderate. 
From east 
to west Russia is 6,000 miles across, and 
from north to south 3,000 miles, or, in 
roucd numbers, Russia has double the ex­ 
ten t 0- territory possessed by the United 
States. 
In the m atter of unoccupied land, 
too, Russia is oar superior. 
In some parts 
the population is only two persons to the 
square mile. 
It is easy to see, therefore, 
th e enormous facilities Rusnia has for pro­ 
ducing cereals, and you can imagine the 
m ighty power in the public policies of the 
world possessed by this people.

The first year there were th irty women 
who exhibited ; the second year tw enty, 
w ith eighty-six lady artists ; the third year 
the woman’s departm ent has three hundred 
exhibits, which occupy an acre of Bpace. 
The fact th a t women can exhibit goods, 
inventions, produce and m ethods of work 
under favorable conditions has tendered to 
draw out the work th a t women are doing 
successfully. 
The departm ent will prob­ 
ably be continued as a perm anent feature 
and become an interesting bureau of refer­ 
ence in regard to the progress of woman in 
art, science and practical business methods.

Yarious theories have been advanced to 
account for the formation of raindrops, but 
the most satisfactory explanation is th at 
proposed by Professor Osborne Reynolds. 
Tne m inute particles of which clouds are 
composed are moving downw ard in conse­ 
quence ef the attraction of gravity ; but 
by reason of the resietance which the air 
offers to their descent, they are only mov­ 
ing very slowly. 
Since, however, the re­ 
sistance offered to the passage' of large 
drops is much smaller m proportion to 
their weight than th at offered to small 
drops, it follows th at the large dropa will 
descend fastor than the ^m al.er ones, and 
will overtake them , coming into collision 
w ith any which are in the direct line ot 
their descent. W hen two drops collide 
they will unite to form a larger drop, 
which will descend w ith increased velocity, 
sweeping up all smaller drops in its path, 
and thus increasing in size until it emerges 
from the cloud. 
Since many clouds are 
several miles in 
thickness, it is easy 
to 
see 
th at 
a 
particle 
’ 
irom 
the 
upper 
part 
of 
may 
become 
a 
raindrop 
erabla size before it emerges from the 
cloud. 
In their passage from the cloud to 
the earth the larger raindrops will overtake 
the small ones iu a precisely sim ilar way. 
A t the same time the size of the drops may 
be slightly increased by the condensation 
of w ater from the air through which they 
are failing, or may be slightly diminished 
by paitial evaporation from the surfaces of 
the drops. 
A falling raindrop descends 
w ith a velocity which increases until the 
acceleration is balanced by the resistance 
of the air, after which the drop descends 
w ith uniform velocity. 
I t is, of course, 
well known th at large clouds may exist 
w ithout any rain falliug from them . 
In 
soma cases rain is actually formed, 
but 
evaporates and is again converted into 
vapor before it can reach tho ground ; in 
many cases the non-formation of rain is 
possibly due to the fact th at under ceitain 
unknown atmospheric or other conditions 
the particles forming the clouds do not 
unite when they collide. 
As an agent of 
geological change, rain is of the greatest 
importance. 
I t plays a large part in the 
disintegration of rocks and the formation 
of soils, washes the smaller particles into 
stream s aud rivers, and is, in fact, one 
of the moot im portant of the various de­ 
nuding 
agents. 
Indeed, 
since 
rain 
is 
the 
ultim ata 
source 
of 
all 
our 
brooks, rivers, etc., It may be said t> be 
the principal agent of geological change on 
the earth’s surface. 
The amount of the 
rainfall varieB very considerably in differ­ 
ent countries and in different parts of the 
same country, depending on geographical 
position, the conformation of the surface 
of the ground, the proximity of large lakes 
and the sea, etc. 
The heaviest annual fall 
of raiu occurs in the zone of calms over the 
equatorial region of the A tlantic and Pa­ 
cific OoeauB and on the west coasts of the 
B ritish Isles, India, Norway, N orth and 
South America and New Zeal md. 
In all 
these latter districts the west wind blows 
over a Urge tract of ocean and becomes 
heavily charged w ith moisture, which it 
deposits when forced upward by the a t on 
of the m ountains on the coasts. 
The driest 
districts in the world are the desert regions 
of Africa and Asia. 
The am ount of rain 
which falls in single showers is sometimes 
enormous, especially in the tropics. 
In 
the B ritish Isles one of the heaviest falls 
on record is a fall of 5.36 inches in 24 hours 
fn M onmouthshire, Ju ly 14, 1875. 
On Oc­ 
tober 25, 1836, a t G ibraltar there was a 
fall of 30.11 inches.—[Cassell’s Concise

H U M MING 
BIR D S. 
Suii-birds are only lound in Africa and 
India, including the Mala» an region : true 
humming-birds, as everybody knows, are 
entirely confined to the A m trican conti­ 
nent. 
In other words, the same place in 
naturo which has been occupied iu the 
tropics of the old world by a group of 
sparrow-like birds, has been occupied in 
the tropics of the uew world by a group of 
highly developed swifts. 
Hence the hum- 
ining-birds, though descended from a to­ 
tally different ancestral stock, have in the 
end acquired aimost every one of the pecu­ 
liar features which the sun-birds dispUy iu 
our own eastern continental area. 
The 
same conditions have iu the end produced 
in b jth cases pretty much the same results. 
A t the same period a group of tropical 
American swifts began to hunt for insects 
among the tubes and flowers exactly as the 
ancestral sun-birds began to do in the east­ 
ern hemisphere. 
Gradually, as the hah t 
of flower-hunting became more and more 
pronounced, the orgauizatio i of the birds 
began to depart, under the influence of 
natural s< lection, more and more widely 
from the prim itive swift-like type. 
Tne 
bird» best adapted to the new circum ­ 
stances survived and interm arried, while 
the worst adapted died constantly out. 
The Bliort, broad hill was thus slowly 
lm gthened into the extremely long, shn- 
der and graceful beak of the modern hum ­ 
ming-birds, aud the wings were adapt.-d to 
the rapid, darting flight from flower to 
flower, s n l the habit of poising stationary 
in front of the chosen bunch of b’ossome. 
Yet to the end, the humming-birds in their 
anatomical peculiarities still remain essen­ 
tially swifts, and aro easily distinguished 
by a naturalist from the externa ly similar 
but fundam entally differi a : perching sun- 
birds. 
Indeed, M r. W tllic e has shown 
th at hamming-birds even now live, like the 
swifts, mainly on insects, and when he 
tried to feed some young humming-birds 
ia captivity on sugar and w ater tlone, he 
found they refused th at unwonted fare in 
favor of flies and spidere. 
In short, young 
humming-birds are still esientially in the 
sw ift stage of their devtlopm ent.—[Eoglish 
IUi-strated Magazine for February. 


P e o p l e W h o M a k e B u t t o n s — Accord­ 
ing to recently published statistics there is 
a village situated near Baris where from 
5,000 to 6,000 people are employed in m ak­ 
ing agate buttons alone, a surprising num ­ 
ber when it is considered th a t in the year 
1S51 there were only 6,93S button makers, 
all told, in Eogland, of whom 4,950 worked 
in one town 
I’earl buttons came princi­ 
pally from Vienna, aud shirt buttons from 
Birmingham, while those made from glass 
are produced in Bohemia. America m anu­ 
factures goods of this designation Y'alued 
at from $S, 000,000 to $ 10,000,000 per annum 
but not at such a cheap rate as Germany, 
which runs France very close w ith novel­ 
ties. 
In Bohemia, it is said, the men en­ 
gaged in the glass button industry earn 
from Is. 81. to 2c Id .; the women from 
15d. to 201., and the children 5d. a day of 
our money. 
American wages are very 
much higher, and consequently many of 
the kinds imported from Europe could not 
he made in the U nited S tates.—[London 
Telegraph. 


C a m p h o r M a k i n g .—Campor is made in 
Japan in this way : A fter a tree is felled to 
the earth it is cut up into chips, which are 
laid in a tub on a large iron pot partially 
filled w ith w ater and placed over a slow 
fire. 
Through holes in the bottom of the 
tub steam slowly rises, and, heating the 
chips, generates oil and camphor. 
Of 
coarse, the tub with the chips has a close 
fitting cover. 
From this cover a bamboo 
pipe leads to a succession of other tubs 
w ith bamboo connections, and tbe last of 
these tuos is divided into two compart­ 
ments, one above the other, the dividing 
floor being perforated w ith small holes to 
allow the w ater and oil to pass to the 
lower com partm ent. 
The upper com part­ 
m ent is supplied w ith a straw layer which 
catches and holds the camphor in crystal 
deposit as it passes to the cooling process. 
The camphor is then separated from the 
straw , packed in wooden tubs and is ready 
for the m arket. 
The oil is used by the 
natives for illum inating and other pur­ 
poses. 


R emoving E vergreens.— Pines, 
hem­ 
locks and other evergreen trees which 
grow on the margins of muck swamps and 
in th e borders of woods, and which are 
usually regarded as difficult to transplant, 
may te removed w ith safety by carrying 
enough soil on the roots to hold the trees 
in an apright position by its w eig h t; the 
taller th* tree the larger m ust be the 
weight of the circle of soil, 
W e hive 
never succeeded better th3n when the 
work wa9 done iu winter. 
If the soil is 
frozen only a few inches down, a good 
sized circular trench is cut around the tree, 
and the cake of frozen soil lifted out. 
If 
large, the tree may be draw n in an upright 
position up an inclined plank-way to a 
sled. 
Trees of w hite pine twelve or fifteen 
f=et high have been i'ha» removed w ithout 
losing a single one amoEjJ m any.—[Country 
Gentleman.

DEFINES 
AGNOSTICISM. 
BEASTS 
WITH 
GUNS. 


The editor cf a London publication called 
the Agnostic Annual recently addressed a 
letter to several prom inent men, propound­ 
ing three questions : First, whether, iu 
their opinion, agnosticism is in accord wi*h 
modern science ; secondly, w hat is the 
special relation of agnosticism to popular 
theology ; and thirdly, w hether, in the be­ 
lief of the person interrogated, agnosticism 
is destined to supplant religious super­ 
naturalism. 
Professor Huxley, President 
of the Royal Society of LondoD, the most 
distinguished body of scientific men in 
G reat Britain, sends the following answer : 
“ Some tw enty years ago, or there­ 
abouts, I invented the word agnostic to de­ 
note the people tvho, like myself, confess 
themselves to be hopelessly ignorant con­ 
cerning a variety of ma< t.-rs, about which 
metaphysicians 
and 
theologians, 
both 
orthodox and heterodox, dogmatize w ith 
the utm ost confidence ; and it has been a 
source of some amusement to me to watch 
ths gradual acceptance of the term , and its 
correlate, agnosticism (I think the S p t< lator 
first adopted aud popularized both), until 
now agnostics are assuming the position of 
a recogn;z ‘d sect, and agnosticism is hon­ 
ored by especial ob’equy on the part of the 
orthodox. Thus it will be seen th at I have 
a sort of patent right in agnostic—it is my 
trade-m ark—and I am e n titl'd to say that 
I can state authentically what was origin­ 
ally m eant by agnosticism. 
W hat other 
people may understand by it by this tim e I 
do not know. 
If a general council of the 
church agnostic were held, very likely I 
should be condemned as a heretic. 
But I 
speak only for myself in endeavoring to an- 
Ewer these questions. 
“ 1. Agnosticism is of the essence of sci­ 
ence, w hether ancient or modern. 
I t sim ­ 
ply means th at a tnan shall not say he 
knows or believes th at which he has no 
scientific grounds for professing to know or 
beheve. 
“ 2. Consequently agnosticism puts aside 
not oDÍy the greater part of popular theolo­ 
gy, but also the greater part of popular 
anti-theology. 
On the whole, the bosh off 
heterodoxy Í3 more offensive to me thau 
of orthodoxy, 
because heterodoxy pro­ 
fesses to be guided by reason and science 
and orthodoxy does not. 
“ 3 I have no doubt th at scientific criti­ 
cism will prove destructive to the forms of 
superuaturalism which enter the constitu­ 
tion of existing religions. 
On trial of any 
so-called miracle the verdict of science is, 
N ot proven. 
B at true agnosticism will not 
forget th at existence, motion, and law- 
abiding operation in nature are mote stu ­ 
pendous miracles t lan any recounted by 
the mythologies, and th at there may be 
things, not only in the heavens aud earth, 
but beyond the intelligible universe, which 
‘are not dream t of in our 
philosophy.’ 
The theological gDOsis would have us be­ 
lieve th at the world is a conjuror’s house ; 
the anti theological gnosis talks as if it 
were a d irt pie, made by the tw o blind 
children, Law and Force. 
Agnosticism 
simply says th a t we know nothing of what 
may be beyond phenomena.” 


BS 
CONTENTED. 


I t is both the curse and bleesiug of our

The

But I say not oue word against 
that splendid discontent th at all the time 
makes a man strike for something better. 
I like this idea th at every boy born in 
America dreams of being President. 
No 
mau has any right to be content not to do 
his best, and not to do better to morrow 
than he is doing to-day. 
B ut all th at will 
come by keeping close to a m anly and d uti­ 
ful life. 
W hile we are going steadily along 
to w hatever future awaits us, the grandest 
thing we can do is to feel sure th a t what 
we are doing for a day’s work, w ith aii th at 
we do besides, ia just the most blessed 
thing, so far as we can ao, and th at we are 
very likely having the best time that can 
ever come to our life ; 
th a t th¡3 work and 
wife aud home and children, ail they arc 
and all they mean, heats the world. 
The 
sadest thing in our life is our discontent 
when we ought to be m ost contented. 
It 
is our birthright to get the good of life as 
we go slong, in these simple and pure 
thiDge th at to all true man and woman­ 
hood are like rain and Bunshine to an apple 
tree. 
B ut when we will not believe this, 
and dream th at the be6t of our life is to 
come when we have made uur fortune, 
then we sell our birthright for a mess of 
pottage ; but worse than Esau, our pottage 
gives us the dyspepsia, and then we lose 
the good of birthright and pottjge to­ 
gether.—[Robert Collyer. 


R u l e f o r R id in g —In m ounting, face 
the Dear side of the horse. 
The re a r side 
is the side nearest yourself. 
If you stand 
on the right side of the horse, which is the 
wrong side, when you m ount you will face 
the crupper. 
Then everybody will know 
th at your came ia Johann G ottlieb Ernsige- 
folger. 
If you cannot mount from the 
ground, lead the horse to some high fence, 
climb upon the fence, say “ whoa ’ two or 
three times, and jum p over the horse’s 
ears. 
You will light somewhere on his 
neck and you w ill have plenty of time to 
adjust yourself while the horse is running 
away. 
A toffier method of 
mounting, 
largely practiced by young gentlemen from 
the city, is t j balance yourself on one foot 
on the fence, and point the other leg at 
the horse, in the general direction of the 
saddle, saying “ whoa ” all the time. 
Tne 
horse, after the gesture has been repeat ;d 
a few times, backs away, pulls the alleged 
rider off the fence, and walks up and down 
the lane at a rapid gallop. 
This gives the 
rider, in abont ten minutes, all the exercise 
he w ants for a week. 
If by some miracle 
you manage to get into the saddle, hold on 
with both hands and say “ whoa.” 
The 
faster the horse goes the tight» r you must 
hold on, and the longer you m ust “ holler.” 
If you are from New York or l ’niladelphia, 
you will shorten your stirrup9 until your 
knees are on a level with your chin. 
Then 
a3 you ride yon will rise to your feet and 
stand in the attitude of a man peering over 
a fere* to look for his dog, and then sud­ 
denly fall in the saddle like a man who has 
stepped on a banana peel. 
This is the 
English school. 
I t is hard on the horse, 
but it is considered very gtaceful. 
A man 
caunot wear false teeth, however, and ride 
in this m anner.—[Burlington Hawkeye.

T h e P o s s i b i l i t i e s o f C y c l i n g —To the 
unioiated Sir Charles D ilk’s prophecy that 
cycling will be “ the future diversion ” for 
all inhabitants of large towns is not, per­ 
haps, very cheering ; indeed, it may seem 
only one shade better than Mr. R askin’s 
picture of English life in the next century, 
when the prevailing form of exercise will 
be to go from one big town to another un­ 
derground. 
But, w hatever may be its fu­ 
ture, cycling certainly has already obtained 
a recognized place among English institu­ 
tions. 
Its economic value is widely recog­ 
nized, and, while the French Government 
is proposing to m ount rural postmen on 
tricycles, Mr. W hitely has already adopted 
th at m ethod for distributing his goods. 
Then the Queen, it appears, “ has for some 
tim e been a tricychat, and her children 
and grandchildren are cyclists ;” and the 
last prot'ge of the British Crown—the 
Khedive Tew tik—is, we may add, a tri­ 
cyclist also. 
And, w hat is more, cycling 
touches political interests at home, for it 
has done a great deal in the way of explor­ 
ing the condition of rural roads, and it re­ 
quired some control on Sir C. D ilke’s part 
last night not to ran on from the condition 
of rural roads to the condition of rural rep­ 
resentation.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

halves e l the characters are a very little 
smaller than the lower halves—so little 
th at an ordinary eye declares them to be 
of equal size. 
Now turn the paper up­ 
side down, and, w ithout any careful look­ 
ings you will see th at this difference in 
size is very much exsugerated—th at the 
real top of the le tt-r is very much smaller 
than the bottom half. 
I t will be seen from 
this th at there is a tendency in the eye to 
enlarge the upper part of any obie<jt upon 
which it looks.—[Troy Times.
